Brit Carl Fogarty (Duc) won both legs of 
the Victors World Championship 
Superbike Series round in Albacete, 
Spain, on May 30, topping New 
Zealand’s Aaron Slight (Kaw) and 
Italy’s Piergiorgio Bontempi (Kaw) in 
the first leg and Georgian Scott Russell 
(Kaw) and Slight in the second race. 
While running second with just six laps 
remaining in the first leg, Russell went 
down when struck from behind by 
Giancarlo Falappa (Duc). Despite not 
scoring in the first race, Russell took 
over the lead in the series point stand- 
ings. Russell leads his teammate Slight, 


` 81-79. Falappa is third with 75 points. 


Czech Jan Hrehor (Yam) scored the 
overall win at round three of the AMA 
National Championship Reliability 
Enduro Series at McArthur, Ohio, May 
30. The runner-up was four-time 
National Enduro Champion Terry 
Cunningham (Kaw), while Steve Hatch 
(Suz), Tim Shephard (Yam) and Duane 
Conner (Hus) roünded out the top five 
overall. 


Michael Barnes (Suz) topped both the 
Formula USA and F-II classes at the sec- 
ond round of the WERA Pro Series at 
Moroso Motorsports Park in West Palm 
Beach, Florida, on May 30. Barnes, who 
won both F-USA legs, beat Michael 


Martin (Suz) and Danny Walker (Yam) . 


in the overall results. In F-II action, 
Barnes (Yam) topped Rich Oliver (Yam) 
and Chris D'Aluisio (Yam) in taking the 
victory. Marcello del Giudice (Hon) 
won the F-III class at Moroso, beating 
Nancy Delgado (Hon) and Kevin 
Murray (Hon). D'Aluisio leads the 
WERA championships in both F-USA 
and F-II. The New Englander holds a 
four-point lead over Walker in F-USA 
and a one-point lead over Oliver in F-II. 


Ricky Graham (Hon) was the 750cc 
class winner at the May 29 AMA 
Eastern Regional Championship Mile 
held at the Illinois State Fairgrounds in 
Springfield, Illinois. Dave Durelle (H-D) 
finished second, and Kevin Atherton 
(H-D) was third. Graham also topped 
the Harley-Davidson 883 support class, 
over Robert Buffington and Steve 
Morehead. Jim Sumner (Rtx) topped 
Mike Hacker (Rtx) and James Hart (W- 
R) in the 600cc class, while Ken 
Coolbeth (W-R) won the Pro-Am class, 
edging Doug Beattie (Rtx) and Paul 
Morgan III (Rtx). 


Dan Ingram suffered serious head 
injuries in a crash in a semi-final race at 
the May 31 Springfield Mile. Ingram 
was taken to St. Johns Hospital in 
Springfield and at presstime, Tuesday, 
June 1, remained in intensive care. 
Ingram suffered a large cut on the back 


‘of his skull and subsequent bleeding 


and swelling of the brain. According to 
Ingram's mother, Ingram was coherent 
and his progress was considered rapid 
by doctors on Tuesday, but it was too 


' early to determine whether or not he 


incurred any permanent damage. Cards 
and letter may be sent to Ingram, c/o St.

Four-time Grand National Champion 
Scott Parker suffered a broken right 
wrist on May 22 while practicing on his 
backyard motocross track in Swartz 
Creek, Michigan. "I broke the navicular 
bone," said Parker, who went on to fin- 
ish fifth at the Springfield Mile. ^It 
didn't slow me down a whole lot at 
Springfield, I could grip the throttle just 
fine. I was running second on the last 
lap, I just got beat." Because of the 
injury, Parker will not compete at the 
June 13 Peoria TT 600cc National as pre- 
viously reported. "I want to apologize to 








all of my fans who were going to watch 
me race there, but it would be a bad 
choice to go out and jar my wrist at a 
race that wasn't part of the Grand 
National Championship Series," said 
Parker. 


Many of the dirt track racers who were 
at Springfield, Illinois, over the 
Memorial Day weekend took part in the 
filming of a segment for the upcoming 
made-for-TV movie Ride The Wind that 
stars Craig T. Nelson, the star of the TV 
Show Coach. The filming is under the 
direction of Peter Starr, who many will 
remember as the man behind the film 
Take It To The Limit. Also taking part in 
the behind the scenes action was former 
Grand National Champion Gene 
Romero. 


In winning the Springfield Mile, two- 
time Grand National Champion Ricky 
Graham earned his 27th career win, and 
is one victory away from tying Bart 
Markel for fourth on the all-time win 
list. At Springfield, Graham enjoyed 
considerable success as he set the day's 
fastest qualifying time, won his heat, 
won the Camel Challenge and won the 
National. Additionally, Graham swept 
the timed qualifying sessions, heat races 
and main events in the 750 and Harley- 
Davidson 883 classes at the AMA 
Eastern Regional Championship Series 
meet at the Illinois State Fairgrounds 
two days before the Grand National 
race. "It was a very emotional weekend 
for me," said Graham. "Ronnie Jones 
had his dream race at the Oklahoma 
City Half Mile in '91 and I had my 
dream weekend here in Springfield. 
Nothing could have made my weekend 
any better, I felt like I couldn't make a 
wrong move. The Camel Challenge was 
the only race in which anyone passed 
me in all weekend long. All of the bad 
things that happened in the past seem 
so far behind me. I'm back, and I'm 
pumped." 


In winning the May 23 Finnish 500cc 
MX GP, Husqvarna 663-mounted Jacky 
Martens became the first rider in 24 
years to win a Grand Prix aboard a four- 
stroke motorcycle. Dave Nicoll, father 
of current 250cc Grand Prix competitor 
Kurt Nicoll, was the last rider to do so, 
scoring a win at the 1969 Luxembourg 
GP aboard a factory BSA. Martens' win 
was the 50th 500cc MX GP win for the 
Husqvarna factory, and the first since 
the factory moved from Sweden to Italy 
a few years ago. The Husky that 
Martens rode was still not fitted with 
the computerized ignition that the team 
has experimented with. According to 
Martens, he will most likely use the spe- 
cial ignition at the June 6 Italian GP. 
"You haven't seen the best yet," said 
Martens. "We will test in Italy before the 
GP and should have the computerized 
ignition fitted for the race. It improved 
power all through the range." 


After winning the 1992. World 
Championship 500cc MX Series title, 
Belgian Georges Jobe retired from com- 
petition, but he now looks set to return 
to action in the final three rounds of this 
year's series. The 32-year-old five-time 
World Champion has already inked a 
deal to campaign a works Honda at the 
August 8 GP at Luxembourg, and is in 
the process of finalizing a deal for the 
following two rounds in Czechoslovakia 
and Switzerland. 


Multi-time 500cc World Champion 
David Thorpe crashed hard during 
practice at the Finnish GP and suffered a 
dislocated hip. "I lost control in the 
whoops and crashed hard," said the 30- 
year-old. “It feels as if my hip will come 
out if I don't hold it in place." 





French Canadian Pascal Picotte (Duc) 
won the second round of the 1993 
Motoplan-Castrol Canadian National 
Road Race Championship at Sanair 
International Speedway in Quebec, May 
30. Picotte, who also won the first round 
of the series, beat Michael Taylor (Kaw) 
and Linnley Clarke (Yam). Reigning 
Canadian National Superbike 
Champion Steve Crevier (Kaw) crashed 
on the warm-up lap and suffered a con- 
cussion. 


Tickets for the September 10-12 U.S. 
Grand Prix at Laguna Seca Raceway are 
now available by phone order, mail and 
at Bass/TM outlets in Wherehouse and 
Tower record stores in California. A 
three-day (Friday through Sunday) 
admission ticket is $65.

hospitality area with closed-circuit TV, 
plus a light lunch on Friday, breakfast 
and lunch on Saturday and Sunday, and 
beverages and refreshments from 8 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. each day. Flagroom ticket pur- 
chasers will also receive a U.S. GP 
poster and pin.

prototype 1994 Kawasaki KX250 was spotted at the May 23 Commotion by the 

Ocean VI, held at Carlsbad Raceway in Carlsbad, California. The bike was ridden 

by Mike Preston of Kawasaki's research and development department, and he 
reported that it was very similar to the version that will hit dealership floors in the fall. 

"The motor's lower end is basically the same as last year's," said Preston, who raced 

the bike to a second-place finish in the Vet Pro class. “The top end is a little different, 


mostly in the power-valve timing." 


Other changes include all-new plastic and a larger, gray-colored airbox that incor- 
porates the side panels and rear fender as its walls. Special handles are built into the 
side panels, and they double as air ducts into the airbox. 

“A big focus for this year was to get the bike to feel slimmer. The frames are new; so 
is the swingarm," said Preston. "A lot of people said that past KXs felt bulky and big. 
Next year's version is much thinner. The overall weight is down a few pounds, but I 
can't say how much lighter the production machines will be." 

The revised rear Kayaba shock was mated to a similarly revised upside-down 
Kayaba fork and, according to Preston, there is no chance that the production machines 
will be fitted with a conventional fork. The seat cover is purple with pink highlights, 


and the graphics scheme has yet to be chosen. 


"Basically, the whole bike is all new, " said Preston. "That saying about only the gas 


cap being the same is pretty close." 
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OHV funds in jeopardy again 





state’s off-road community, it would be hard to tell that by looking at the nearly 


W hile California Governor Pete Wilson is usually considered to be an ally of the 


$10 million in proposed “transfers” from off-highway vehicle (OHV) funds to 
non-OHV use, which Wilson has approved for the 1993/’94 fiscal year. 

Legislators routinely rob money from both the OHV “Green Sticker” fund, which 
receives its money exclusively from California off-roaders, and from the OHV portion 
of the motor vehicle fuel account, which gets its cash from a percentage of total fuel 
sales in the state. During his campaign, Wilson promised to stop the practice of stealing 
from OHV accounts once elected, and while he lived up to his word at first by vetoing 
an $8 million proposal in ‘90/’91, he has since approved several "chapters" which 
allow the transfer of funds to other programs. Included in the proposals for ‘93/’94 are 
the transfer of $8.9 million from the OHV fund and over $2.5 million from two differ- 
ent areas of the OHV fund, both to go to the state park and recreation fund. 

Well over $37 million has already been stolen from the OHV fund since '82/'83, 
bringing the total of actual and proposed transfers to more than $47 million.

ing permits. One would think there'd be 
a reduced fee for the minimal space a 
bike plus its operator and perhaps pas- 
senger would take up compared with a 
motorhome. 


And to think people blame motorcy- 
clists for slaughtering desert tortoises! 
On May 7, the BLM arrested 40-year-old 
Sao Pet of Tacoma, Washington, and a 
citizen of Cambodia, along with five 
other people, just south of Barstow, 
California, for the illegal possession of 
nine desert tortoises. Pet indicated that 
the tortoises were to be consumed as 
part of a wedding ceremony. "We rec- 
ognize that other cultures have different 
customs and practices, but the Bureau 
will aggressively pursue any taking of 
desert tortoises," said California Desert 
District Manager Henri Bisson, "and 
prosecute violators to the maximum 
extent that the law will allow!" Each 
misdemeanor/felony violation Pet can 
be prosecuted for (violation of the 
Endangered Species Act of 1973 and 
possible violation of the Lacey Act of 
1981 - illegal interstate transport of an 
endangered species) carries a maximum 
fine of $100,000 and/or up to one year 
in jail. 


Remember Mike Goodwin, the "father" 
of supercross? Well, the AMA's 
American Motorcyclist magazine's June 
issue reports that the AMA board of 
trustees held an interim meeting via 
phone conference on March 25 and one 
of the items discussed was a letter dated 
March 15 that the association received 
from Goodwin. In the letter, Goodwin 
said he intended to apply for supercross 
sanctions in 1994. The board moved that 
Goodwin be notified that his letter had 
been brought to their attention and that 
they had referred it to legal counsel, and 
that he was advised to have no further 
contact with the AMA, its trustees, offi- 
cers, or employees except in writing 
through the association's legal counsel. 
The interim meeting's decision was 
backed up by the full board at its May 7- 
8 meeting in Portland, Oregon. The min- 
utes of that meeting state, "Given the 
prior business dealings between Mr. 
Goodwin and the AMA which resulted 
in litigation...the AMA will not sanction 
any event promoted by Mike Goodwin, 
or any business entity in which Mr. 
Goodwin is in any way associated." 
Since the unsolved murder of rival pro- 
moter Mickey Thompson in March of 
1988, Goodwin has for the most part 
remained out of the public's eye. 


Also revealed in the minutes of the May 
7-8'AMA Board of Trustees meeting 
which we received on Tuesday, June 1, 
is the news that the association is form- 





ing a for-profit subsidiary corporation 
for the purpose of promoting profes- 
sional races. The minutes say that the 
subsidiary corporation's sole sharehold- 
er will be the AMA. "The corporation 
will be run by a separate board," said 
AMA President Ed Youngblood, who 
also said the corporation's main empha- 
sis will be in the field of road racing. 
The AMA had retained legal counsel 
Russ Deane, who had assisted other 
motorsports organizations on the cre- 
ation of for-profit corporations, to deter- 
mine the feasibility of creating such a 
subsidiary of the AMA. 


Wilson Springer, 76, a well-known and : 


well-liked motorsports journalist in 
southern California during the halfway 
mark era of this century, passed away in 
Medford, Oregon, in mid-April. During 
the week following open heart surgery 
he suffered several strokes and never 
recovered. Springer was equally talent- 
ed as a writer, photographer and artist. 
(The logo used for the Catalina Grand 
Prix was Wilson's work.) His writings 
for the Los Angeles Herald-Express 
were widely read. Following his retire- 
ment from the newspaper he went to 
work for Webco, the popular motorcycle 
accessory firm. A move to Oregon 
ended that career. However, he still 
stayed in touch with his many motorcy- 
cling friends, and usually attended the 
Trailblazers Banquet as well as the 
annual Portland get-together for veteran 
motorcyclists. He is survived by his wife 
Alice, son Ralph and daughters Lea and 
Kathy. Those wishing to financially 
remember him may make a donation to 
Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children, 
3101 S.W. Sam Jackson Rd., Portland, 
OR 97201.

Shortly before the start of the first 125cc 
moto at Mt. Morris, Cycle News contribu- 
tor Davey Coombs made a prediction:

Team Yamaha's bikes sported 
DeVol-manufactured aluminum suspen- 
sion linkage components with different 
leverage ratios than stock, while Ryan 
Hughes' factory KX125 featured a solid- 
mounted (non-floating) front brake disc, 
made by Braking. 


Former National Enduro Champion 
Kevin Hines (Hus) scored the overall 
win at the Mauna Kea 200 Enduro held 
on Hawaii, May 30-31. Second overall 
went to Phil Oveland (Hus), while 
multi-time Mauna Kea 200 winner 
Steve Zoll (Kaw) and Steve Trinies 
(KTM) rounded out the top four. Hines 
also won the event last year. More than 
110 riders turned out for the 200-mile 
enduro which began and ended in 
Hilo.

“privateer poor boys."

The AMA's Dick Maxwell says they found 
it next to impossible to find race promoters 
and contin, sponsors for this year’s 600 
National Series, which consists of only five 
rounds (three short track races and two 
TTs). In contrast, the new 883 National 
Dirt Track Series boasts twice as many 
rounds and has received contingency back- 
ing in large sums from both Continental and 
Harley-Davidson. Maxwell also said dealer 
interest was nearly nil in 600 racing. 
(Quick, name your nearest Rotax dealer.) 
The opposite is true in 883 racing where 
many Harley dealers have become actively 
involved. The lack of dealer involvement was 
also the reason we were given by former 
World Speedway Champion Ivan Mauger 
for his proposed 883 dirt track series in 
Australia. “I can’t get any dealer support to 
help me bring American dirt track racers 
Down Under to race 600s,” Mauger said. 
“But Harley dealers say they'll support a 
series of 883 races." Having said all that, 
there are many, many members of the dirt 
track fraternity who although they are par- 
ticipating in 883 races, nonetheless dislike 
the concept. "It's a farce," said Tom 
Cummings of Cummings Harley-Davidson, 
the owner of the bike Garth Brow rode to 
victory at Daytona in the opening round of 
the AMA 883 National Championship Dirt 
Track Series. "It costs twice as much to 
maintain an 883 as it does a 600. Just to 
start with, you have to put $2000 or more 
into an 883 after you buy it if you expect to 
be competitive. They're not race bikes; 
they're just too heavy." After Brow suffered 
serious injuries in a MARS race in South 
Carolina, Cummings said, "I don't know if I 
should be fielding an 883. 1 might just sell 
it.”...Editor.

PRINGFIELD, IL, MAY 31 

icky Graham reaffirmed his right 
R to the nickname of Mr. 

Springfield at the rain-delayed 
Budweiser Springfield Mile. Graham 
shrugged off a penalty line start and 
dominated the Illinois Motorcycle 
Dealers Association-promoted Grand 
National race on his Team Undo 
Honda RS750 in front of a highly par- 
tisan Harley-Davidson crowd. The 
race was run on Monday after back- 
to-back thunderstorms on Sunday 
turned the Illinois State Fairgrounds 
oval into a quagmire. While 8700 fans 
returned to watch Monday's гасе, 
Sunday's turnout was nearly double 
that as the grandstand seats were sold 
out early in the day and fans were lin- 
ing up to buy standing room only 
tickets before the rain struck. 

While two-time Grand National 
Champion Graham was enjoying his 
ninth Grand National win at 
Springfield, Mike Hale was celebrat- 
ing his best ever series finish after 
topping a six-rider battle for the run- 
ner-up spot. Veteran Rodney Farris 
matched his best-ever Grand 
National performance by holding off 
defending series champ Chris Carr 
for third. 

41 kept expecting the pack to draft 
by me,” said Graham, who finished 
approximately five seconds ahead of 
Hale, “but my dad told me to never 
look back and I didn’t peek. There 
was a guy down in turn three giving 
me the big lead sign, but I thought he 
might be a friend of Scotty’s (Parker). 
I felt tire wear wouldn’t be a problem 
so I just decided to go for it. We’ve 
really struggled with our program the 
last couple of years. Last year we 
were down on horsepower, but 
Johnny Goad has worked his butt off 
on the Honda. Now we can run with 
them.” 

It was an exceptional weekend for 
Graham as he not only won the Grand 
National, he set fast time and also 
won the Camel Challenge, plus he 
swept two classes of the Regional pro- 
gram run on Saturday. His total win- 
nings for the weekend were well over 
$12,000, and included the $6000 win- 
ner's share of the Grand National and 
the $5000 that goes to the winner of 
the Camel Challenge "I do need new 
tires on my motorhome," said 
Graham, trying to get his priorities 
straight in winner's circle. 


Time Trials 


Four-time Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker had the pits 
buzzing as he turned unofficial record 
laps in practice Monday morning. 
"The track is constantly changing," 
Parker said. “All the rain has made it 
a guessing game for the proper 
setup." 

Parker was sporting a temporary 
cast on his right hand. "I broke my 
wrist - the navicular bone - play rid- 
ing," Parker said. "It doesn't really 
bother my grip but it hurts when I 
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have to twist my hand back to roll the 
throttle on.” 

Graham was the 11th of 52 riders to 
go up against the clocks and he blis- 
tered the mile with a 34.362 second, 
104.76 mph lap, just off the record 
Parker set last year, 34.264/105.06. 
Parker’s much anticipated time trial 


: lap was almost a second off the pace, 


his 35.273/102.06 making him ninth 
quickest. 

Joining Graham in participating in 
the lucrative Camel Challenge race 
would be the second through sixth 
fastest qualifiers - Kevin Atherton, 
Carr, Terry Poovey, Bret Beyer and 
Hale. 


Heats 


Aaron Hill took the point position 
in the first of four 10-lap heats, but he 
was quickly gobbled up by Graham, 
Dave Camlin and Parker. Graham 
immediately pulled away from Parker 
and Camlin who were being pres- 
sured by Lance Jones for a transfer 
spot. Graham went оп to win while 
Parker took second over Camlin who 
just couldn't come up with the horse- 
power to draft by the champ and was 
headed for a semi. Jones finished 
fourth, but was also headed for a semi 
as was fifth place finisher Davey 
Durelle, who was making his first 
appearance since suffering serious 
injuries at the concluding round of the 
1992 Grand National Championship 
Series at Pomona. 

“1 just acted like Scotty was оп my 
rear wheel," winner Graham said. "I 
knew I didn't want them to catch my 
draft." 

Atherton got a good start in the 
second heat but the Garvis Honda of 
Ronnie Jones scooted around to take 
the lead until the last lap when 
Atherton took his Texas Harley- 
Davidson/Workman Harley-David- 
son-backed XR750 deep into turn 
three to take the lead which he held to 
the finish line to score the win over 
Jones. The heat would prove to be the 
fastest heat of the day, giving 
Atherton the pole for the main. 

“I didn't know if I could draft 
him,” Atherton said. “I was getting 
through turns three and four better so 
I just passed him in three and let him 
try to draft me.” 

The third heat represented what 
Springfield is all about - a six-rider 
lead-swapping pack of riders all who 
had a chance to win late in the race. 

Hale led the 10-lap go early and 
looked ready to pull away when Farris, 
Will Davis, George Roeder II, Steve 
Morehead and Carr reeled him in. 

Morehead took over the point posi- 
tion at the halfway point as Hale drift- 
ed back to sixth. With two laps left, it 
was Morehead, Farris, Roeder, Carr, 
Davis and Hale. In the pass and get 
passed battle, Carr led at the line as 
the white flag was waved. As the tight 
pack of riders thundered through turn 
four, Morehead and Farris got togeth- 
er and Farris laid his Eddie Adkins 
XR750 down and into the hay bales. 
Hard on the gas, KK/Shepherd/ 
F&S/Storz/Dragoo/Bell/ 
SuperTrapp/Motion Pro/Zoom-spon- 
sored Morehead bounced off the front 
straight wall and drafted by Davis to 
take second behind winner Carr. 

“There are three or four different 
lines,” Team Harley-Davidson’s Carr 
said. “You have to take what you can 
get. The groove is getting wider and 
wider. We put a new tire on and it 
finally started working late in the 





race. I got a bad start and it put all the 
pressure on me.” 


The fourth and final heat race saw 


another large pack dueling for the 
win. Charlie Orr broke on top, but 
was quickly dispatched toward the 
rear by Bret Beyer, Steve Beattie, Jay 
Springsteen, Poovey and Jason 
Fletcher. Gilco/Texas H-D/Hap 
Jones/Sisemore/Bell/Tsubaki 
-backed Poovey and his Honda RS750 
took over the lead on lap five only to 
see Springsteen and his Bartels’ H-D- 
sponsored XR750 go by on the next 
lap. The two front-runners were 
joined by Beattie and Fletcher with 
Beyer running fifth. 

As the race wound down, Texan 
Poovey stretched out his lead over the 
battle for second. As Poovey headed 
to the finish line the winner, Suburban 
Motors/Joe & Wayne Houpt/Bell- 
backed Beyer got a great drive off of 
turn four and sent Beattie, Springsteen 
and Fletcher to a semi. 


Semis 


Three-time Grand National 
Champion Springsteen led the first of 
three eight-lap semis into turn one, 
but it was Rich King on top at the end 
of lap one. Roeder held down second 
over Rusty Rogers, Springsteen, Lance 
Jones, Don Estep and Jim Sumner. 

Then Rogers lost his brake and was 
forced off the pace which was intense 
as five riders were exchanging the 
lead position back and forth. When 
the checkered flag came out it was 
Suburban Motors H-D/Joe Houpt/ 
Squirts /Bell/General Eng./Midwest- 
ern Anodiz./Sean Oster-sponsored 
Sumner edging out Jones for the win 
with Springsteen taking third, the last 
transfer spot, from Roeder in a photo 
finish. 

The second semi had to be red- 
flagged when the tightly bunched 
field exited turn two on the opening 
lap. In the battle Dan Ingram was 
bumped and sent sliding up the back- 
straight where he hit the outside wall, 
triggering numerous violent flips. 
Ingram was rushed unconscious to the 
hospital where he was placed in the 
intensive care unit and listed in seri- 
ous condition with head injuries. 

Hale and his Bartels’ H-D XR750 
led the restart and stayed out front all 
the way to score the win. Behind Hale 
a battle over the remaining two trans- 
fer spots - second and third - took 
place and it involved Farris, Fletcher, 
Hill and Camlin. In the heat of the 
battle, Camlin slipped off the groove 
and fell back, but he recovered and 
was quickly back in the hunt. At the 
finish it was Hale the winner with 
Camlin coming back to take second 
over Farris on the last lap. Fletcher led 
Sims and Hill back to their vans. 

The third and final semi was over 
quickly for Will Davis as his A&R 
Honda RS750 dropped its chain off 
the line. Durelle led the remaining 
riders off the grid and into turn one 
but then dropped to third behind Billy 
Herndon and Canadian Beattie. 
Tommy Colson and Orr closed on 
Durelle, but Colson's Harley expired 
and then Orr dropped off the pace. 

Beattie took the lead as the last lap 
started only to see both Hud Racing's 
Herndon and Donahue H-D's Durelle 
draft by at the finish. Beattie held on 
for the last transfer over Orr and 
Harold Dorsey. 


Camel Challenge 
Hale got the holeshot in the five- 








lap $10,000 Camel Challenge, but the 
Hondas of Poovey and Graham blast- 
ed by Hale's Harley, leaving him to 
try and hold off Carr. 

Hale was back in front on lap four 
only to fall victim to Honda power 
again as Graham got by and went on 
to win with Poovey taking second 
over Hale. Atherton finished fourth 
with Carr fifth and Beyer sixth. 


National 


Graham, Carr and Poovey were a 
little too anxious at the start of the 25- 
lap points-paying main event, and all 
three riders were sent to the penalty 
line. Graham admitted jumping the 
gun, saying, "I adjusted the clutch 
differently this year to get better 
starts, but it has been making me 
jump. I wasn't worried about starting 
on the fourth row, I won from row 
three in 1983 and I knew I could do it 
again." 

When the pack got the green light 
on the restart, it did so minus 
Herndon. As the field awaited the 
restart, a bolt fell out of the Texan's 
RS750's exhaust pipe and wedged 
between the countershaft sprocket 
and the cases and his day was over. 

When the field started minus 
Herndon, Atherton and Ronnie Jones 
shot to the front of the 17-man field. 
But handling problems would eventu- 
ally drop both of them deep into the 
pack. 

After the initial sorting out laps, 
lap four found Graham out front after 
a wild charge from the back with 
Ronnie Jones, Farris, Atherton, Parker, 
Carr, Hale, Lance Jones, Springsteen 
and Morehead rounding out the top 
10. 

Graham started to edge away and 
show the crowd and his pursuers why 
they call him Mr. Springfield. Behind 
Graham, Hale, Parker and Farris ran 
three wide as they waged a furious 
fight over second place. 

Atherton had dropped off the front 
running pace and was drifting back in 
the pack. "We broke the frame in 
practice and had to fix it. It was real 
good all though the heat and Camel 
Challenge, but during the National it 
just got worse and worse and I was 
forced to back way off," said Atherton 
who eventually finished 10th. 

Poovey dropped out of the race at 
the halfway mark when his Honda 
spun a rod bearing. By that point, 
Graham had stretched out his lead to 
the point that he appeared set to fin- 
ish the race unchallenged. And as 
things would turn out, he was. 

"At about the halfway mark, I 
could see we were not going to catch 
Ricky and it was a race for second," 
Hale said. ^I just tried to position 
myself to be able to get it." 

In his fight to be in the right spot at 
the right time, Hale found himself 
bouncing from second to fifth place 
depending on where he was on the 
track; the fight for the runner-up spot 
was that furious. 

Considering all the problems Farris 
had endured during the day, just the 
fact that he was in the pack fighting 
for second was remarkable. "We had 
to put a whole new front end on after 
the heat race spill," said the Eddie 
Adkins/Winchester H-D/Mary & 
Mac/LarryGordon/ Zoom /Fox/ Bell / 
Lynch Trk./Myers Trk./Storz-spon- 
sored Marylander who now calls 
Winchester, Virginia, home. "We were 
just guessing on setup, but it worked 
great." 





Seconds after Johnny Goad/Honda 
Dealers Group/Jack Sizemore/ 
Frontier Ford/Z Galleries/Sport 
Center/Panasonic Car Audio-backed 
Graham took the checkered flag, the 
pack roared across the line so tightly 
bunched that several riders weren't 
sure of where they finished. One of 
the most surprised when the results 
were announced was Springsteen, 
who thought he might have been third 
but was credited with sixth. 

Surprised or not, it was a jubilant 
Hale who took second with an equally 
elated Farris third. Parker, who had 
the lead in the battle for second at one 
point on the final lap, was dropped to 
fifth by his Harley factory teammate 
Carr. Morehead trailed the pack in 
seventh, while Lance Jones continued 
to make his return to racing after a 
long absence impressive with an 
eighth place finish. Beyer dropped 
Atherton to 10th on the final lap. €N

Bradshaw, Emig come alive with High Point wins

or Team Yamaha, it's safe to say that 

things have not gone especially well 

in either the 1993 Camel Supercross 
Series or the first few rounds of the 
National Championship 125/250cc MX 
Series. But on Memorial Day weekend 
in southern Pennsylvania, Damon 
Bradshaw and Jeff Emig finally gave 
Yamaha something to really smile about 
- a pair of performances that were 
indeed memorable. The Yamaha team- 
mates scored the overall wins in both 
the 250 and 125cc classes, respectively, 
at High Point Raceway. 

Bradshaw may have had pleasant 
memories of his performance at High 
Point last year, when he dominated the 
day by winning both motos, but his win 
didn't come as easily this time; the 
North Carolina rider faced stiff opposi- 
tion in the form of Team Kawasaki's 
Mike Kiedrowski, who had won each of 
the previous two rounds and led the 
points chase coming into High Point. 
Kiedrowski passed the 22-year-old 
Bradshaw to win the opening moto, but 
suffered a mediocre start in race two 
and had to ride hard in order to salvage 
a third-place moto finish, good enough 
for second overall. 

“Т like this track and I came here 
ready to race," said Bradshaw after his 
convincing secorid moto win. "Things 
haven't gone as well as I'd have liked 
this year, but I haven't really liked too 
many of the tracks in the supercrosses. 
That's not an excuse, because everybody 





has to ride the same tracks, but this is 
one of the better tracks we've been on 
thus far this year, and it sure helps 
when you like the track and you're 
happy to be there." 

"I'd have preferred a win, but I’m 
still pretty happy," said Kiedrowski, 
who more than doubled his points lead 
on fourth-overall finisher Jeff Stanton. "I 
got second overall and gained 11 points; 
I'd rather do that than win and gain no 
points, like at Southwick." (Points are 
awarded by moto finish, and 
Kiedrowski traded moto 1-2 moto fin- 
ishes with Stanton at round two in 
Southwick, Massachusetts). 

Kiedrowski’s teammate Mike 
LaRocco, who missed the opening 
round with an injured wrist, placed 
third overall by finishing third in moto 
one and second in moto two, a perfor- 
mance that moved him up two spots in 
the points race to seventh. Team 
Honda's Stanton, the defending champ, 
posted 5-4 moto finishes for fourth over- 
all ahead of Suzuki hero Guy Cooper, 
and now trails Kiedrowski by 21 points, 
142-121. Bradshaw's win propelled him 
forward two positions in the point 
standings to third, with 106 points. 

For Emig, the memory of last year’s 
muddy affair must have been a haunt- 
ing one. The Californian had placed 
11th overall after dropping out of the 
second moto with a broken bike. But the 
defending champ put all that behind 
him, and was never seriously chal- 
lenged as he blazed to convincing wins 
in both motos. 

Team Honda’s Doug Henry and 
Jeremy McGrath were arguably the 


favorites coming in, as the newly- 
crowned 125cc Eastern Regional 
Supercross Champion Henry was lead- 
ing the points race, and McGrath, the 
new Camel Supercross champ, was in 
second. While the two couldn’t keep 
Emig in their sights, they did have 
respectable performances, with Henry 
using 2-3 moto finishes to finish as the 
runner-up, and McGrath putting togeth- 
er a 3-4 tally for third overall. Rounding 
out the top five were Kawasaki's Ryan 
Hughes, who was involved in a huge 
lap-one pile-up in moto one but stormed 
back to a second-place finish in the sec- 
ond outing, and Honda of Troy priva- 
teer Erik Kehoe, who posted 4-7 moto 
finishes. 

“1 didn't have any problems at all,” 
said Emig. “Т lost my head a little bit in 
the first moto, because I haven't run out 
front for a while, but the second moto 
went great. I’m not sure where this puts 
me in points. I came in here sixth; 
maybe now I'm fourth or fifth." 

Actually, the 22-year-old's two moto 
wins (25 points per win) shot him all the 
way up to third in the point standings, 
with a 101-point total. Henry maintains 
his position at the top of the list with 128 
points, and 25 points back, McGrath 
holds down second with 103. 

The 125cc National also marked the 
professional debut of upstart Robbie 
Reynard, and a great deal of attention 
was focused on the Kawasaki Team 
Green rider. Most youngsters eagerly 
look forward to receiving their driver's 
license when they turn 16, but Reynard 
was content with an AMA professional 
racing license, which he received on his 
birthday just three days before the 
event. Reynard, who recently signed a 
factory contract with Kawasaki (which 
goes into effect at the beginning of the 
1994 season), appeared a little over-anx- 
ious in his qualifier, crashing while chal- 
lenging Yamaha's Doug Dubach for the 
lead and finishing an eventual third. In 
the National, however, he proved that 
he is indeed ready for the pro ranks, and 
that he is worthy of a factory ride. 
Reynard was a victim of the opening lap 
carnage in moto one and a poor gate in 
moto two, but he worked his way 
through the pack in both outings to post 
a respectable 7-8 score for seventh over- 
all. 

“I didn't think I'd be that nervous, 
but my stomach was really bothering 
me before the first moto," said Reynard. 
“Iwas okay after the start; well, after the 
crash anyway." 

Bradshaw collected $1600 of the 
$15,000 250cc class purse for his win, 
while Kiedrowski took home $1500. 
Because he won both motos, Emig 
earned even more money than his team- 
mate; his share of the $12,500 125cc divi- 
sion prize was $2000, and Henry earned 
$1050. 

Despite the memory of last year's 
wet and muddy event, an estimated 
16,000 spectators turned out to watch 
the action, creating a traffic jam that was 
serious enough for Racer Productions' 
Dave Coombs to delay the start of the 
first moto for half an hour. Despite the 
delay, the Dirt Shirts/Wiseco/Dunlop/ 
Fox-sponsored event was smoothly run, 
and fans and riders alike were rewarded 
with warm weather and perfect track 
conditions. 


250cc National 


Bradshaw bolted to the head of the 
pack at the start of the first of two 30- 
minute-plus-two-lap motos, with 
Kiedrowski hot on his heels. Tuf Racing- 
backed privateer John Dowd was run- 
ning in the third spot, and LaRocco, 
Cooper and Stanton were also near the 
front at the completion of the first lap. 
Not as fortunate were Team Suzuki's 
Phil Lawrence and Pennsylvania native

Mike Jones, both of whom went down 
in the slippery, hard-packed sweeping 
first turn. 

“1 had a decent start, but I just came 
into the turn a little too hot and 
slipped," said Lawrence. "Then I got my 
chest and leg ran over. I got back up and 
took off, but my bike was bent, so I 
pulled off to straighten it. I was a long 
way back after that." 

Despite the setback, Lawrence 
charged hard the entire moto, working 
his way into the top 10 by moto's end. 
Jones eventually finished the race in 
14th place. 

Kiedrowski began to hound the lead- 
ing Bradshaw, while Stanton pressured 
Cooper for fifth. Cooper held him off, 
and on the third of 16 laps, Dowd bob- 
bled in a turn and Cooper passed him 
for fourth on the following downhill. 

Meanwhile, Kiedrowski continued to 
challenge Bradshaw. Near the end of the 
fifth lap, the 500cc National champ 
made a bid for the lead over a jump, 
then powered by on an uphill just after 
the finish line. 

“Т wasn't really pushing it too hard," 
said Kiedrowski. "He was going fast, 
but when I passed him, I knew I was 
going faster, so I just rode my own 
race." 

Honda's Steve Lamson was attempt- 
ing to move forward before the pack 
became too spread out after getting off 
the line at midpack. Stanton had still not 
advanced, but on lap six, he motored by 
Dowd in a back section of the track to 
assume the fifth spot. 

“I crashed in practice and got a 
Charlie, and it (my leg) was really stiff,” 
Dowd said. "It wasn't too bad once the 
race started, though, with the adrenaline 
and all." 

Bradshaw didn't give up once passed 
by Kiedrowski, and the duo's battle 
over the top spot carried them slightly 
ahead of the third-place LaRocco. 
Bradshaw gave up some ground to the 
leader when he was held up by lapped 
traffic on lap 10, but he closed back in

and actually passed Kiedrowski 
momentarily two laps later. 

“Т took an inside line in a corner and 
got by, but he had the drive going up 
the hill after that," said Bradshaw. "I 


guess I could've moved over on him, 
but he was riding clean, so I did too." 
After the pass attempt, Bradshaw 
dropped back slightly from Kiedrowski, 
and the Kawasaki pilot was never again 
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In his professional debut, Robbie Reynard finished seventh in the 125cc division.

headed. Kiedrowski was slowed slightly 
by lappers near the end, but most 
moved over when the two-time 125cc 
National champ began yelling at them. 
Kiedrowski scored the moto win, with 
Bradshaw the runner-up and LaRocco 
crossing the line several seconds back in 
third. 

“I ran into lappers, and then I 
couldn’t catch them (Kiedrowski and 
Bradshaw),” said LaRocco. “They were 
just too far ahead.” 

Cooper was a distant fourth, holding 
off Stanton’s charges for the last few 





laps, and Dowd got by Lamson on the 
last go-around after the Honda rider 
went wide over an uphill triple and got 
a long section of banners stuck in his 
rear wheel. Suzuki's Jeff Matiasevich, 
KTM'’s Cliff Palmer and Lawrence com- 
pleted the top.10. 

Bradshaw again nabbed the holeshot 
in the second moto, but this time 
Kiedrowski was mired back around 
10th place. Lamson gated much better 
than in moto one, and was holding 
down second, though Bradshaw had 
already put three seconds on him at the 








completion of the first lap. Stanton 
quickly assumed third, with Jones 
fourth and Lawrence slipping to fifth 
after a third-place start. Cooper, 
LaRocco and Dowd came through next. 
Completing the first circuit in ninth, 
Kiedrowski had a long, tough moto 
ahead of him. 

I got a terrible start, and I just start- 
ed passing people,” said Kiedrowski. 
“My main objective was to pass 
Stanton.” 

While Bradshaw set about extending 
his lead, Kiedrowski began picking off 
riders one at a time, first nabbing Dowd 
on a long, whooped downhill. By lap 
five, Bradshaw had stretched his mar- 
gin on Lamson to nine seconds and 
LaRocco had advanced to third after 
passing Stanton in the back section. 
Dowd slipped back several sections 
after going down, and Lawrence was 
also fading. 

"I was hanging right with Stanton 
until I slipped in one of those hard- 
packed turns in the back," said Dowd. 
"I was so mad, but man, those corners 
were slippery." 

"] think I wore myself out in the first 
moto," said Lawrence. "I was a little 
more cautious in the first turn that time 
- a little too cautious; I let Stanton by. I 
just didn't want to go down again with 
38 guys behind me." 

LaRocco got by Lamson for second 
on the seventh lap, but with Bradshaw 
riding like his old self, LaRocco had 11 
seconds to make up. Kiedrowski was 
up to fifth, approximately five seconds 
in arrears of Stanton. Kiedrowski nar- 
rowed the gap, and began to look for a 
way by the Michigan resident, and the 
pair's battle carried them past 
Lamson. 

"My arms pumped up in the first 
moto, but I felt a lot better (in the second 
moto)," said Lamson. "I just need to 
work on a few things and do better." 

On the 12th circuit, Kiedrowski 
made his move. He passed the defend- 
ing champ in an off-camber turn at the 
bottom of a steep downhill in the 
track's back section, but Stanton retali- 
ated. The two riders actually touched 
tires as they charged up the following 
ascent, but Kiedrowski held onto the 
third spot. 

LaRocco was too far ahead for 
Kiedrowski to catch and was actually 
gaining on Bradshaw, but time ran out 
and the top five positions remained the 
same. 

"I was just flowing really good," said 
Bradshaw after earning the overall win. 
“I just tried to ride smart and not make 
any mistakes, and that's what I did. 
LaRocco was catching me towards the 
end, but he was probably hanging it out 
on the edge quite a bit. I know I would 
be if I were in his place.” 

Kiedrowski's third place in the moto 
earned him second overall, while 
LaRocco was second in the moto and 
third on the day. “He (Bradshaw) was 
just too far ahead, and I ran out of time,” 
explained LaRocco. 

Stanton was fourth in the moto, with 
Lamson fifth, Dowd sixth and Cooper 
seventh. Matiasevich was eighth, 
despite having a section of banner 
caught in his rear wheel early on, and 
Palmer was ninth. Lawrence slipped to 
10th place by moto’s end.

Emig gave a preview of things to 
come by pulling the holeshot and thus 
avoiding the huge crash that took place 
behind him in a tight right-hand corner 
following the first sweeping left. 

McGrath, who had a strong second- 
place start, was the first to go down, 
and nearly everyone but Emig was 
effected. 





“McGrath crashed and took out 
(Doug) Dubach,” said Hughes. “I 
swerved to miss them but I hit someone 
and we went down. Then everyone just 
started piling up.” 

^I caused it,” admitted McGrath. “I 
just slipped. I wasn’t down that long, 
though.” · 

Reynard got a rude welcome to pro- 
fessional racing, as he was also a victim 
of the crash. “I was probably a little 
ahead of midpack when I saw everyone 
going down,” said Reynard. “I tried to 
go around, but I couldn't, and I crashed. 
I was way back, but I wasn't too wor- 
ried. My dad was trying to tell me 
where I was every lap, but I couldn't see 
him half the time.” 

Reynard completed lap one back 
near 30th place, but was up to 20th just 
one circuit later. 

With much of his competition 
already out of the hunt, Emig cruised up 
front, with Honda of Troy’s Todd 
DeHoop a few seconds back in second 
and Henry remounting from the crash 
in third, with his right radiator shroud 
hanging off. Henry soon moved into 
second, passing DeHoop on the 
whooped downhill, but Emig already 
had a five-second advantage. 

DeHoop repassed Henry on lap three 
but went too far to the inside over an 
uphill triple and landed on a section of 
banners. Henry seized the opportunity 
to again take over second place. 

“I was riding good ‘til I got that ban- 
ner stuck in my rear brake,” said 
DeHoop. “I took the good lip over that 
triple, but it just sent me over too far to 
the inside.” 

McGrath picked himself up back 
around 12th, but quickly began dis- 
patching of riders in a bid to salvage a 
respectable finish. By the sixth lap, Emig 
was enjoying a 15-second lead on 
Henry, and Kehoe had passed his team- 
mate DeHoop for third.-McGrath was 
already up to fifth, ahead of Suzuki rid- 
ers Brian Swink and Larry Ward. 
Reynard was in 13th position. 

McGrath soon passed DeHoop for 
fourth, and then, at the halfway point of 
the 16-lap race, he overtook Kehoe. 
Henry was three seconds ahead, and 
while McGrath closed to his teammate's 
rear fender, Henry picked up the pace 
and McGrath couldn't find a way 
around. Emig cruised in for the easy 
win, with Henry hanging on to second 
and McGrath notching third. 

Swink made a charge at Kehoe on the 
last straight, but Kehoe gassed it into the 
final turn in an attempt to hold him off 
and maintain fourth. Kehoe passed the 
flagman ahead of Swink, slamming into 
the berm and taking out a hay bale in 
the process. However, the flagman was 
standing a few feet in front of the finish 
line banner, which Swink actually 
passed under ahead of Kehoe, who was 
slowed by his bobble. In a controversial 
decision that upset both Swink and 
Suzuki team manager Ray Tetherton, 
AMA officials gave fourth place to 
Kehoe. 

Kawasaki Team Green's Scott Sheak 
was fifth, and Reynard finished seventh 
in his debut ride, while DeHoop slipped 
to 12th with his malfunctioning rear 
brake. 

“Т didn't really have to push it, so 
I've got a lot left over," said Emig. "I 
could have gone faster if I had to." 

Emig proved his point by putting his 
Steve Butler-tuned YZ125 into the point 
at the beginning of moto two, but this 
time his competition survived the first 
turn without major incident. McGrath 
was running second, with Hughes pres- 
suring him from third. Also starting 
well were Swink, Ward and Kehoe, 
while Henry and Reynard were both 
way back in the pack. 








“I crashed on the first lap in the back 
section, and I came through about 
20th,” said Henry. “After that, I just 
started passing whoever was in front of 
me.” 

Emig pulled ahead and Hughes 
motored by McGrath for second on lap 
two, leaving the Honda rider to fight off 
the advances of Swink. McGrath 
appeared to be struggling, and began to 
double some of the triple jumps. 

“I didn't feel right,” said McGrath. “I 
don't know what the problem was." 

Swink got by the struggling McGrath 
and then Ward demoted the Honda 
rider to fifth on the sixth lap. Ward then 
passed his teammate Swink for third. 
Also running strong was Kehoe, who 
passed the fading McGrath and Swink 
on the same circuit. Meanwhile, Emig 
had stretched his advantage on Hughes 
to a full six seconds. 

Hughes said, "I got a good start, then 
a couple guys passed me in the first cou- 
ple laps. I got them back, and I tried to 
catch him (Emig) for a while, but then I 
settled into my own pace. Once I lost 
sight of him, it was hard to really 
charge." 

At the halfway point in the race, 
McGrath got back on track and began to 
make up some of the ground he had 
lost, passing Kehoe and applying pres- 
sure to the third-place Ward. Reynard 
was also on the move, latching onto 
Henry's fender and allowing the Honda 
rider to tow him along. By the 11th lap, 
Henry was up to seventh, with Reynard 
right behind. 

“I got a pretty bad start, and I wasn't 
riding as good as I did in the first 
moto," said Reynard. "My arms didn't 
pump up or anything, but I didn't drink 
enough fluids (between motos) and I felt 
weak." 

Swink was another rider who was 
feeling the effects of the warm day and 
the demanding track, and the two-time 
125cc Eastern Regional Supercross 
Champion began to fade. 

. “I got cramps,” explained Swink. "I 
don't think I drank enough water the 
last couple days." 

McGrath finally got by Ward for 
third at the bottom of a downhill on the 
next-to-last lap, only to fall victim to a 
charging Henry, who passed both Ward 
and McGrath on the final go-around. 

"Towards the end, I saw about four 
or five guys," said Henry. "I thought, 
‘I've only got a couple more laps before 
I go home for the week, so I'd better 
make it count.” 

Henry did just that, stealing the third 
spot in the moto from his teammate and 
locking up second overall. Emig contin- 
ued his flawless ride, crossing the finish 
line with a huge advantage on Hughes. 

“I didn't have any problems at all," 
said Emig. “The whole moto went great; 
it was smooth sailing the whole way." 

Ward held on to finish fifth behind 
McGrath, with Suzuki's Ezra Lusk mak- 
ing up for a bad start to post sixth. 
Kehoe notched seventh ahead of 
Reynard and. Team SplitFire/Hot 
Wheels Pro Circuit Kawasaki members 
Jimmy Gaddis and James Dobb. CN

Martens thumps to victory in Finland

SALO, FINLAND, MAY 23 

acky Martens thundered around the 
J rugged Salo track in southern Finland 

aboard his factory Husqvarna 633 and 
rode into the record books as the first 
four-stroke rider to win a 500cc Grand 
Prix in over two decades. Dave Nicoll 
was the last rider to successfully cam- 
paign a four-stroke, doing so at the 
Luxembourg Grand Prix in 1969 aboard 
a factory BSA. 

At Salo, no one could doubt the supe- 
riority of the 29-year-old Belgian and his 
Italian thumper, as Martens raced 





through the pack after three ninth-place 
starts to win two motos and finish sec- 
ond in the other. : 

Jorgen Nilsson charged hard on the 
first lap of the opening moto and gained 
control of the race early on. Martens 
started ninth and completed lap one in 
seventh, but put forth a charge that car- 
ried him towards the front of the pack 
and into second behind Nilsson. But on 
the halfway-point of the 30-minute-plus 
two-lap moto, Martens’ works bike 
began to sputter. 
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into the lead with ease. 





“I must have gotten water on the air 
filter,” said Martens. “I lost some accel- 
eration out of the turns, and I decided to 
wait until the last lap to make a charge.” 

Martens didn’t have to wait to make 
his charge, however, as Nilsson's bike 
also began to sputter and he coasted to a 
halt at the side of the track. 

"It must have been the ignition," said 
a disappointed Nilsson, who hoped to 
keep his string of first-moto wins alive. 

Martens cruised across the finish line 
with an easy win and accomplished the 
day's first milestone. He was the first 
rider to win a GP moto aboard a four 
stroke since Bengt Aberg had done so in 
1977 aboard a H&E Yamaha thumper. 

Marcus Hansson came home second 
ahead of Gerald Dilepine, while Darryl 
King raced up to fourth after a terrible 
start. For the fourth time this year, King 
had turned in the fastest qualifying time 
and prepared his starting area well 
before the start of the opening moto. But 
when he lined up to begin the race, he 
found that the track workers, “had been 
over it with a bulldozer! I got so much 
wheelspin that I was down about 30th at 
the start." 

Title hopefuls Joel Smets and Johan 
Boonen had disastrous luck. Smets 
spent much of the race in fourth dicing 
with Dilepine, but crashed hard and 
scored no points. 

"They did а good job of keeping the 
dust down with water," said Smets. 
"But they had no business watering the 
sandy parts of the course. I hurt my 
knee bad in the whoops." 

Boonen, meanwhile, finished ninth 
after riding poorly and making a costly 
last-lap mistake. 

"I'm just riding to keep the title in 
sight," said Boonen. "I hurt my foot 
practicing last week and just can't get on 
with the track today. Then, on the white 
flag I thought the race was over and 
pulled off my goggles. By the time I 
realized my mistake, two riders had 
gone by." 

Pekka Vehkonen grabbed the 
holeshot in moto two but had Smets, 
Hansson and Nilsson on his tail. Nilsson 
crashed out of contention after taking a 
few too many chances, while Hansson 
successfully passed Smets, who couldn't 
use his left leg, and set out after leader 
Vehkonen. Hansson made short work of 
Vehkonen and took over the lead. 

“1 just controlled the race from 
there," said Hansson. "But I was keep- 
ing my eye on Martens, he was coming 
up fast." 

Indeed he was. After suffering anoth- 
er ninth-place start, Martens worked up 
to second just past the halfway point of 
the race. At the finish, Martens was 
right on Hansson's tail, but came up a 








bit short at the finish. Another lap, 
though, and things might have been dif- 
ferent. 

Smets held on to third, ahead of Dirk 
Geukens and a conservative Boonen. 
Vehkonen finished sixth, and barely 
held off a hard-charging King. 

“1 got a good start, but Vehkonen 
brake-checked me and I stalled," said 
King. “Then I caught back up to him at 
the end and he tried to take me out 
again. I chose to stay in seventh." 

Smets grabbed the lead at the start of 
the third and final moto ahead of 
Boonen, Hansson and Nilsson. Martens 
again started ninth, but charged through 
the field like a champ and into fifth. It 
wasn't until the closing laps that the 
action heated up and passes were made. 

Boonen hounded Smets throughout 
the race and on several occasions pulled 
alongside the leader. But everytime he 
did so, Smets would ruthlessly cut 
across the track to block him. Three laps 
from the finish, Boonen swapped hard 
in the whoops and nearly crashed as the 
rear end of his Kawasaki kicked too far 
to one side. Hansson was right behind 
Boonen when he swapped, and crashed 
hard when Boonen's rear wheel wiped 
out his front end. 

“1 tried to go around him, but my 
front wheel clipped his rear and I went 
down," explained Hansson. 

And Hansson's troubles weren't over 
yet, as Nilsson plowed into him and his 
downed machine. 

“I was nailing it through the whoops 
and I couldn't miss him," said Nilsson, 
who flew over the handlebars. 

With Hansson and Nilsson out of the 
way, Martens found himself trailing 
only Smets and Boonen. Sensing a possi- 
ble victory, Martens put forth a classic 
charge and quickly reeled in the two 
front-runners. As they took the white 
flag, all three riders could have been 
covered with a blanket. 

Martens passed Boonen with ease 
and sailed past Smets over a fast jump, 
but as they entered the following right- 
hander Smets kept his four-stroke 
Husaberg pegged and ran Martens over 
the berm. Martens kept his thumper 
pinned wide open, though, and railed 
the outside berm and went on to take 
the lead back in the next turn. At the fin- 
ish it was an exhausted Martens over 
Smets, Boonen, a recovered Nilsson and 
Jo Martens. 

"I had settled back because I was 
making a few mistakes," said Martens. 
“But when I saw that I could win I 
picked up the pace. I was so tired, the 
track was really rough." e

eam Suzuki's Steve Hatch recorded 

a low score of 12.770 to win the 

Masterlink Enduro Team M.C.'s 
Magnolia Classic III National Enduro. 
Hatch out-scored teammate Randy 
Hawkins, the defending AMA National 
Enduro Champion, and former National 
champ, KTM's Jeff Russell, by one point 
to win the fifth round in the nine-stop 
series. It was Hatch's first win of the 
series and the second of his career. 

"I'm really stoked," said Hatch. "It 
was a spectacular day for me and I'm 
really pleased, but it (the win) wasn't a 
cake walk." 


Rounding out the top five overall · 


were a pair of KTM-mounted regulars 
on the National Enduro tour: Kelby 
Pepper and Allen Gravitt. 

The trail for Magnolia Classic III 
measured 145.5 miles, including resets. 
(The ground miles totaled approximate- 
ly 88 miles.) Over 300 riders entered the 
enduro, which was for the most part dry 
and dusty, as temperatures hovered 
around 80 degrees throughout the run. 
The trail was described by some as 
being relatively easy in the early going, 
making for very low scores among the 
AA entries. But later on, organizers 
increased the speed average from 18 to 
30 to boost point-totals. Also, in the last 
of three loops, the average speed was 
adjusted from 24 to 30 miles per hour. 





"There were three loops and a total 
of three special tests, one in each loop," 
said Hatch. "The first test was zeroable. 
It was the second test and the last 13- 
mile special test in the third loop that 
really took away points." 

The sandy and tight trail through the 
woods led to the first eight-mile special 
test. 

"That's basically where I won the 
enduro," said Hatch. "I was the only 
rider to zero the check. I arrived into the 
check 58 seconds into my minute. 
Randy (Hawkins) carded a 1:14 and Jeff 
(Russell) a 1:26. I was doing back flips 
and high-fiving the check crews after 
that. I was really happy. At that point I 
knew I had a chance for the overall. I 
was fired up!" 

On the other hand, the second special 
test in the second loop nearly cost Hatch 
the victory. 

41 crashed in the test; barely tipped 
over," said Hatch. "But I bent down the 
clutch lever and ended up stalling my 
bike five to 10 times. I just had to deal 
with it, because I didn't have the time to 
stop and fix it. I dropped most of my 
points here. I recorded a 7:26; Randy 
about a 6:09 and Jeff and Kelby about 
6:50. 

Going into the final and deciding 
loop, Hatch, Hawkins and Russell were 
deadlocked for the lead. 





"I went into the last special test 
knowing I had to beat those guys by a 
full minute, because I knew I wasn't 
doing too good on the tie-breakers," 
said Hatch. “I just went for it. At the last 
check I checked in at 5:56. Randy had 
about a 6:26 and Jeff about a 6:28." 

For all intents and purposes, Hatch 
scored the overall by just four seconds. 
When all the points were tallied, Hatch 
topped the field with 12 points dropped. 
Hawkins, Russell and Pepper all tied 
with 13 points, but it was the 
Suzuki/MSR/Metzeler/ Asics / Answer / 
Pro Circuit/ Acerbis / Bieffe/Bel-Ray / 
Cycle Gear-sponsored Hawkins who 
came out on top of the battle for the run- 
ner-up honors via better scores on the 
tie-breakers. Hawkins was unavailable 
for comment. 

"] tried to ride hard and not crash," 
said the Suzuki/Moose Racing/ 
Trelleborg / MSR/Bieffe /Smith/FMF/ 
Cycle Gear/Gold Sport Cycle/ 
Powerbar/Braking/RK//Uni

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Team Suzuki powers to Putnam Park win

MT. MERIDIAN, IN, MAY 22 
eam Suzuki Endurance remained 
Т іп МЕКА National 
Endurance competition with its 
fourth straight victory of the season. 


Chuck Graves, substituting for injured . 


riders Michael Martin and Steve 
Patterson, rode with Team Suzuki stand- 
out Kurt Hall on the powerful Suzuki 
GSXR1100. Tray Batey and Fritz Kling 
guided the HNS Racing Yamaha FZR1000 
to a close second, finishing a mere 52 sec- 
onds behind the leaders after six hours of 
racing at Putnam Park. 

Force Racing, meanwhile, made it on 
the rostrum for the first time in over a 
year, finishing a distant third. Dean 
Hayes, Chris Hughes and Ron Crum han- 
dled the riding on the Ed Huffman-tuned 
Force Yamaha FZR1000. 

The race was marred by an accident in 
which Jay Bartlow of Virginia Breeze 
Racing suffered a broken neck in a single- 
bike accident four laps into the race. Initial 
reports indicate that Bartlow suffered 
paralysis in the accident. 

Putnam Park's 1.8-mile course is one of 
the tighter circuits the WERA endurance 
series visits. With 43 teams taking the 
green flag, heavy traffic was the order of 
the day. 

Hall put the red, white and blue 
Valvoline/ Dunlop/Kerker/Emgo/ 
SBS/Arai/PM/Sunstar/Tsubaki/Dynojet 
/Power-Mist/Helimot-sponsored Suzuki 
into the lead from the start. Batey gave 
chase on the HNS Yamaha, followed by 
Virginia Breeze Yamaha’s Bartlow. Local 
favorite Lanny Allen moved up from the 








middle of the grid to put the Indy Cycle- 
N-Ski Honda CBR600 in fourth, just in 
front of Arclight Racing and Team 20/20 
Racing. 

Bartlow crashed on the fastest portion 
of Putnam Park, a 100 mph left-hand 
sweeper. Riders behind Bartlow said he 
lost both ends of the Virginia Breeze 
Yamaha at the same time and low-sided. 
There is ample run-off area in that section 
of the track, raising speculation that 
Bartlow may have been struck by his tum- 
bling motorcycle. 

Since the EMTs working on Bartlow 
were in a vulnerable run-off area, WERA 
officials red-flagged the race. The red flag 
condition lasted for nearly a half hour. 

The mood in the paddock turned 
gloomy as word spread of Bartlow’s 
injuries. Bartlow was one of the hardest 
charging racers in the series, and seemed 
to be making a name for himself after out- 
standing performances in WERA 
Endurance and Formula USA Nationals. 

On the restart it was Hall once again 
getting the jump on the 43-bike field. HNS 
Racing’s Batey again was in second fol- 
lowed by Allen of Indy Cycle-N-Ski. The 
Virginia Breeze crew made the necessary 
repairs and decided to continue. Chuck 
Safely had the team in fourth place on the 
track even though in actuality the team 
was a couple of laps down due to the 
crash. 

Hall, known as one of the finest 
endurance racers in the country, seemed 
to be in his prime at Putnam and was 
making easy work of the heavy traffic on 





the short course. The norm for endurance 
racing on a powerful motorcycle is simply 
to wait for the straightaways to make 
your passes - not so for Hall. The South 
Carolinian seemed to never slow no mat- 
ter where on the track or how many 
lapped riders he would encounter. 

Hall explained his efficiency in traffic. 
“In practice I will test out passing lanes on 
different sections of the track. Since most 


` riders take close to the same lines, those 


passing lanes are usually good for the 
entire race.” 

Batey was doing a great job in traffic as 
well and was within 12 seconds of Hall 20 
minutes after the restart. 

Impressive in the first hour was Indy 
Cycle-N-Ski. Allen and teammate Rueben 
Frankenfield have plenty of sprint racing 
experience at Putnam and that experience 
was paying off for the young team as they 
had their Honda CBR600 in third in the 
first hour. 

HNS pitted just before the two-hour 
mark. Having Kling as your second rider 
would normally be very reassuring, but at 
Putnam it would be Kling’s first ride on 
the HNS Yamaha and his first time on the 
track. With only five laps of practice Kling 
would have to learn both the bike and the 
track during the race. 

Team Suzuki's Hall was on the course 
an hour and a half before he pulled in. 
Graves, who rarely races endurance 
events, headed out on the track on which 
he owns the track record. 

The problems for Virginia Breeze con- 
tinued in the second hour when the 











team's Yamaha ran out of gas and had to 
be brought back on the crash truck. At the 
two-hour mark Virginia Breeze was all the 
way down in 35th place. The team 
worked its way all the way back to 11th in 
the fifth hour before crashing in the last 
hour and finishing 32nd. 

A problem for HNS Racing is that they 
run a total-loss electrical system and the 
battery only lasts about two hours. Kling 
was on the bike only 40 minutes before he 
had to bring the bike in for a new battery. 
At that point, Batey took over the controls 
once again. Team Suzuki managed to put 
a lap on HNS during the pit stop. Batey's 
job was to get back on the same lap with 
the leaders. 

During the third hour-the third and 
fourth place teams collided and went 
down. Indy Cycle-N-Ski's Allen had just 
taken over on the team's Honda for his 
second stint and was battling for fourth 
with Bill Martin of Team 20/20 Racing. As 
the two came upon a slower rider Allen 
shot underneath to make the pass. Martin 
was going to try to pass on the outside but 
at the last minute decided to go on the 
inside and Allen and Martin made hard 
contact. Neither went down immediately 
but the front brake lever on the 20/20 
Kawasaki was bent out and Martin 
reached for the front brake but had no 
lever. Unable to slow, Martin and Allen 
crashed together in the slowest turn of the 
circuit. 

Both teams were able to make repairs 
and get back on the track. At the halfway 
point Indy Cycle-N-Ski was 33rd while 
Team 20/20 Racing was 34th. Both teams 
steadily worked back up in the standings 
together, and eventually Indy finished 
13th with 20/20 14th. 2 

With Indy Cycle-N-Ski and Team 
20/20 off the leader board, Honda 
CBR900-mounted Arclight Racing moved 
into third. Force Racing and TKO Racing 











rounded out the top five at the halfway 
mark. 

The most interesting segment of the 
race was a period during hour four when 
Batey started chasing down Graves in an 
effort to put HNS back on the lead lap. 
Batey chopped a couple of seconds off 
Team Suzuki's lead each lap. At the three 
hour, 20 minute mark Batey was on the 
rear wheel of Team Suzuki. Feeling the 
pressure, Graves suddenly came to life 
and wicked up the big Suzuki. 

Even though Batey passed once or 
twice, Graves would use the superior 
torque of the Valvoline Suzuki to stay in 
front. The biggest difference was in traffic. 
Graves would squirt past lapped riders 
with just a twist of throttle, while Batey 
had to take more chances passing lappers, 
many times racing around the outside on 
the turns running all the way to the edge 
of the track and beyond. 

“Т definitely didn't want them (HNS 
Racing) to get back on the same lap," said 
Graves. "If there was another red flag 
HNS would be even with us. It was tough 
to hold off Batey. The tires on our bike 
were starting to go away at the end of my 
stint. I’ve never slid around so much 
before." 

The race was decided with just under 
two hours remaining in the event. Team 
Suzuki pitted and put Hall on with fresh 
tires front and rear. It took the Suzuki 
crew only 30 seconds to get back in the 
race. 
A few minutes later HNS Racing also 
pitted for tires and fuel. Without quick 
change equipment it took the HNS crew a 
minute and a half for its pit stop. End of 
story. 

That was all the margin Team Suzuki 
needed. Despite a gallant effort by HNS 
to catch up in the closing stages of the 
race, Hall and Graves proved to be too 
tough. 

After sponsorship problems kept Force 
Racing from the first two WERA races, the 
Ohio-based team has come on strong to 
win two Heavyweight Production races in 
a row. It was the first top three overall fin- 
ish since the season opener at Roebling 
Road last year. 

TKO Racing ran the entire six hours on 
the same pair of Dunlop tires. That 
enabled the second-year team to stay on 
top of the Mediumweight Superbike class 
all day after Indy Cycle-N-Ski's crash. 
Steve Doolin and Daniel Lowry rode for 
TKO. 

Nicholson's Ann Arbor won 
Mediumweight Production after a battle in 
the first hour with Road Atlanta class win- 
ner Northern Boys Racing. Michigan rac- 
ing veterans Dave Bloom and Steve Kok 
rode the Nicholson's Honda CBR600 to a 
four-lap victory over Amore Racing. єх

art regains Castle Rock TT crown 





CASTLE ROCK, WA, MAY 23 

ive-time 600cc National Champion 

Е Chris Carr returned to the top of the 

podium at the Mt. St. Helens M.C.- 
hosted Castle Rock TT after turning in a 
more-than-convincing win aboard his 
Kenny Tolbert-tuned factory Harley- 
Davidson XR600. Carr’s win at Castle 
Rock was his fifth in six tries, as he was 
dethroned by local rider Mickey Fay at 
last year’s September running of the 
event. 

“Not being the defending (Castle 
Rock TT) champion took the pressure 
off of me tonight, and Mickey had to 
deal with it,” said Carr. “I was really 
disappointed after losing last year, but 
this makes up for it. I needed this win.” 

Fay finished sixth after starting on 
the third row, but another local rider 
made good by finishing second behind 
Carr. Bellingham’s Dan Stanley earned 
runner-up honors, while Carr's northern 
California neighbor, Andy Tresser, 
nabbed third. 

For his win, Carr earned $2500 of the 
$19,000 purse, while Stanley and Tresser 
won $1500 and $1000, respectively. With 
two rounds down, Carr leads the series 
point chase with a perfect 40 points. 
Aaron Hill - fourth at Castle Rock - sits 
in second with 21, while Stanley and 
Ricky Graham are tied with 16. Graham 
did not compete at Castle Rock. 

Clay was added to the kidney bean- 
shaped track and most of the riders 
agreed that it was a big improvement. 

"The track is the smoothest it's ever 
been," said Carr, who used the race to 
prepare for the Grand National to be 
held at the facility in September. "The 
Grand National later in the year will be 
pivotal in the championship chase, I'm 
here to get ready." 

An estimated 4300 spectators 
watched as Carr nabbed the win under 
threatening conditions that canceled the 
previous night's amateur races. Off-and- 





on rain marred practice and the qualify- 
ing sessions, but as the night wore on 
the skies cleared. 

Carr kicked off the action by turning 
in the fastest qualifying lap at 21.676 
seconds. Stanley, Ben Bostrom, Ricky 
Henson, Rex Fisher and Fay rounded 
out the six-fastest qualifiers who would 
race in the $3000 Budweiser Shootout. 
All six riders qualified within the 21-sec- 
ond bracket, as Fay’s sixth-fastest time 
was 21.995. 

Before the start of the four 10-lap 
heat races, Fay was brimming with con- 
fidence. “It’s great to be the defending 
race champion,” said Fay. “The track is 
good tonight, but I hope the racing line 
widens up a bit, it's pretty narrow.” 

Carr set the tone for the rest of the 
evening by scoring the win in the first 
heat, while Hill finished second and 
earned the second direct-transfer. 
Ronnie Jones finished third, but would 
have to try again in one of the three 
eight-lap semis. 

"It's going to take some track time to 
figure out how to set up, but so far I like 
it," said Jones. 

Heat two saw Jeff Annen grab the 
holeshot ahead of Bryan McDowell and 
Randy Roose, but it was Stanley who 
nabbed the win after a spectacular 
charge through the pack. McDowell and 
Roose passed Stanley for second and 
third, but only McDowell would trans- 
fer directly to the main. 

Fay's confidence was shattered in the 
third heat race after he was involved in 
a nasty first-lap crash with Tresser. 
Neither rider was hurt, but only Tresser 
would remount for the restart as Fay's 
bike had a snapped shift shaft. Tresser 
proved unshaken, as he ran away at the 
restart and led Ronnie Brown and Jeff 
Eklund across the line. 

The fourth and final heat saw a spec- 
tacular crash that involved John 





Wincewicz, Charlie Brown and Ron 
Waters. All three riders made the 
restart, but it was Rick Hocking who 
took command at the start. At the finish, 
it was Hocking over Kirk Strong and Jeff 
Harsha. 

Ben Bostrom was the class of the field 
in the first semi and led Jones and 
Henson across the line and into the 
main. Speedy Kell topped semi number 
two in similar fashion over Brett Landes 
and J.P. Simonsen. 

After his heat race-crash, Fay's pit 
crew rushed to repair the broken shift 
shaft. Fay's bike was readied just in time 
and he started the third semi on row 
three next to Rex Fisher, another rider 
who struggled in his heat. Fay and 
Fisher sliced through the pack from the 
word go, and ended the race second and 
third, respectively, behind winner 
Roose. All three riders would compete 
in the main. 

Before the main event, the Budweiser 
Shootout was run. Fast-qualifier Carr 
chose to start the dash in the middle of 
the track, with Henson and Fay to his 
right, and Stanley, Bostrom and Fisher 
to his left. Fay got the jump on the field 
and held the lead on the opening lap, 
but Carr motored past on lap two and 
went on to take the checkers over Fay 
and Stanley. Carr earned $1500 for his 
victory. 

Carr, Tresser, Stanley, Hocking, Hill 
and Brown sat on the front row at the 
start of the 25-lap main event. Hill react- 
ed quickest when the green light flashed 
and he led Carr, and Stanley through 
turn one. Hill's moment in the spotlight 
would be just that, though, as Carr 
motored past on lap one and went on to 
post a convincing, uncontested win. 
Carr lapped up to seventh place in his 
romp to the finish. 

“This win is a big plus for me. I have 
14 races in the next 12 weeks, and this is 








definitely the right way to get started,” 
said  Harley-Davidson/ Arai/ Hap 
Jones/Yoko/Sunoco/SBS/White 
Bros./Knight-sponsored Carr. 

Stanley and Tresser found their way 
past holeshot artist Hill, who held on to 
finish an eventual fourth. Stanley 
seemed to tire in the closing stages of 
the race, but still held a comfortable 
margin over Tresser at the finish. 

“I'm stoked, this is my best finish 
ever,” said an excited Stanley, who list- 
ed Steve Baker Kawasaki & Suzuki, Bell 
and Maxima as sponsors. “To finish sec- 
ond to a champion like Chris Carr is an 
honor.” 

Joe Carrera/Richard Braquet/Motion 
Pro-backed Tresser was equally as 
happy to finish third. “I felt good 
tonight, the track was prepared well and 
my bike was running strong,” said 
Tresser. 

Jones challenged Hill for fourth in 
the early stages of the race before drop- 
ping out with carburetion problems 
which left McDowell, Fay and Hocking 
to wage an all-out war for fifth. 
McDowell held on for that position over 
Fay and Hocking, while Fisher, Kell and 
Bostrom rounded out the top 10. ON

Myers returns to winning form at Englishtown

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, MAY 20-23 
"9 omeone came up to me in the 

winner's circle after the race and 

told me, 'I haven't seen you here 
in a while," John Myers said smugly 
after a convincing final-round victory 
over arch rival David Schultz at the 
NHRA Mopar Parts Nationals. “I said, 
‘Hey, get used to it.” 

People already should be familiar 
with the two-time NHRA Champion’s 
face, particularly at this event, known 
from 1970 to 1992 as the Summer- 
nationals. The reigning king of Pro Stock 
won the Summernational at English- 
town, N J.'s Raceway Park, just an hour 
south of Manhattan's spires, in ‘90, ‘91, 
and ‘92, compiling a lifetime record of 
12-0. 

“I guess people haven't noticed us 
this year because we haven't won yet," 
said Myers, win-less in seven races since 
August and the fourth winner in as 
many NHRA tour dates this season. 
"That's a long time, I know, but stupid 
things have gotten us. It's not like we 
were slow. 

“I tried to warn people at Atlanta. 
This engine was hauling ass there (last 
month at the Southern Nationals) until a 
piston came apart, but it's fixed and 
everything's all ironed out now, obvi- 
ously. It’s a coiled snake in the trailer 
ready to strike." 

Myers went for the kill on his first 








run, a track-record 7.68 that was far 
from perfect and left plenty of room for 
improvement. He and crew chief/Star 
Racing Team owner George Bryce 
returned to run a 7.624 - quicker than 
any other racer hàs ever gone and with- 
in one-hundredth of a second of the 
still-standing all-time mark they estab- 
lished way back in October 1991 at the 
Texas Motorplex in Dallas. 

In the heat of Sunday eliminations, 
Myers' Suzuki GSXR was nearly as fast 
and unbelievably consistent. In the first, 
second, and semifinal rounds, he 
unleashed a barrage of 7.69s in one of 
the more dazzling displays of the con- 
trolled power ever - especially consider- 
ing how slow the cars competing at the 
same event were running. 

From afar, it looked effortless. Up 
close, Myers and Bryce encountered one 
problem, a potentially disastrous stall 
on Myers' first-round burnout against 
Nigel Patrick, who had no illusions of 
grandeur - he was just there running a 
alongside Myers in case Myers fouled or 
his Star Racing bike broke, which it 
nearly did. 

"Just as I was coming out of the 
water - the tire (a new, heavier model 
from Mickey Thompson) was really 
smoking and the engine was screaming 
- the tire just stuck," Myers said. "It real- 
ly caught me by surprise. 





"The transmission was stuck and the 
crew came over to try to fix it. I waved 
them out of the way and looked to 
George because the same thing hap- 
pened one other time, and I knew he'd 
know what to do - grab the handlebars 
and give it one good shove backwards.” 

It worked, and the rout was on. 
Patrick, the slowest rider in the field, left 
the line three-tenths of a second behind 
Myers, which looked like a minute. 
Already hopelessly out of the race 
before he left the line, Patrick lost with a 
7.99 at 166 mph. “Nigel knew we had 
him covered, so his plan was to be safe 
on the lights and hope I red-lighted,” 
Myers said. “I guess he figured there 
was no sense in really going for it and 
then re-lighting himself.” 

Myers’ identical 7.69s in the middle 
rounds met little resistance from 
Michael Phillips, who lost with a 
7.92/164, and 1988 event champion 
Russ Nyberg, who went down with a 
7.94/167. 

That created an all-star final-round 
match-up with Schultz that Myers 
appeared to have covered from every 
angle. He had out-qualified Schultz, 
who was third behind John Smith, and 
performed better on his worst run 
(7.699) than Schultz had on his best 
(7.700.) Throw in Myers’ determination 
to end his interminable-to-him losing 





streak, and the fact that he’s gone one 
round further at each race this season 
and was coming off a runner-up, and he 
was a prohibitive favorite to win. 

Based on their superior semifinal 
time, Myers’ Star Racing team also had 
the advantage of lane choice. “We didn’t 
care which lane we had - we'd already 
run good in both - but I knew Dave 
would rather be in the left, because we'd 
both been there all day. So why give 
him what you know he wants?" Myers 
asked. 

With a lopsided 7.66/172 to 7.77/170 
win, he didn't let down himself, his 
crew, or any of his long-suffering fans. 
“I know I shouldn't have wanted to race 
him, because he was running the next 
best after us," Myers said of Schultz, 
who ran steady 7.7s in the preliminaries 
against Keith Gray, Rickey Gadson, and 
Kerry Larkin. “Points-wise, it would 
have been better for us to see him go out 
early, but I get more personal satisfac- 
tion out of beating him in a final than 
anyone else." 

Myers, like every other winner this 
season except Schultz, propelled himself 
into the Winston points lead with his 
final-round victory. He leads Schultz by 
110 and Smith by 392, but Schultz has 
been particularly impressive since his 
crash at the season-opening Slick 50 
Nationals. The three-time NHRA Pro 
Stock Champion has rebounded to reach 
the final of all three NHRA races, and is 
never not a factor. сч

Healey, Young cause a 
commotion at Carlsbad

CARLSBAD, CA, MAY 22-23 
uf Racing’s Mike Healey and 
T Honda’s Mike Young came away 
the big winners at the Racing 
Enterprises-promoted Commotion by 
the Ocean VI, an annual event held at 
Carlsbad Raceway, the former home of 
the U.S. 500cc GP. 
Suzuki RM250-mounted Healey 


nabbed the win in the Pro class, which is 
open to competitors aboard all sizes of 
machinery, after a race-long, knock- 
down-drag-out battle with runner-up 
Steve Lamson who competed aboard a 
factory Honda CR250. 

“The track was a lot of fun, but it 
wasn’t what I expected,” said Healey of 





the Frank Thomason-prepared course. f in a heated battle that carried them to 


“I had a great battle with Lamson and it 
feels good to win.” 

For his win, Healey earned $1000 of 
the $4000 purse, while Lamson went 
home $800 richer for his second-place 
finish. 

Young, meanwhile, scored the win in 
the Open Pro Four-Stroke class, which 
also served as the second round of the 
Maxxis Tire/Cellular One-sponsored 
Sound of Thunder Four-Stroke Series. 
Riding a factory Honda XR628, Young 
traded moto wins with KTM’s Greg 
Zitterkopf and came away the overall 
winner by virtue of his second moto 
win. 

“I always seem to go good here at 
Carlsbad,” said Young, who earned 
$700. “This is great to win. At the first 
round of the series, the bike broke in 
every moto. But now we seem to have 
everything dialed in and it ran perfect.” 

For the event, 100 truckloads of sand 
were added to the normally hard and 
dry track, and thanks to overcast skies 
and a generous watering schedule, the 
course remained moist and loamy 
throughout both days of competition. A 
few new jumps, as well as a challenging 
whoop section, were added and kept 
even the Carlsbad regulars on their 
toes. The Beginner and Junior classes 
were run on Saturday, while the 
Intermediates and Pros competed on 
Sunday. Over 3000 spectators turned 
out to watch Saturday and Sunday’s 
action. 

Two eight-lap qualifying heats were 
run to narrow the large Pro class field 
down to the 30 riders that would com- 
pete in the main event. Kawasaki R&D 
rider Mike Fisher blasted into the lead at 
the start of the first heat, followed by 
local favorite Tony Amaradio, Healey 
and 1985 125cc National Champion Ron 
Lechien. Healey and Lechien slammed 
their way past Amaradio early in the 
race to take over second and third. 
Amaradio stayed close, though, and 
muscled past Lechein in the mechanics’ 
turn to retake third. 

While Healey began to close on 
Fisher, Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes began 
to work through the pack after suffering 
a poor start on his KX125. Hughes 
closed to Lechein’s rear fender and 
made his way past with relative ease. 
Amaradio was next in Hughes’ sights, 
but he came to a screeching halt with a 
blown motor. 

41 was riding it pretty hard, I’m not 
really surprised,” said a disappointed 
Hughes. 

Meanwhile up front, Healey looked 
for a way past Fisher but suddenly 
found himself in the lead when Fisher 
and his Kawasaki parted company on 
the downhill. 

“There were some soft spots on the 
downhill, and I lost the front end,” said 
Fisher, who remounted quickly enough 
to finish an eventual sixth. 

Healey went on to score a command- 
ing win over Amaradio, Buddy Antunez 
and A.J. Whiting. Lechein began to tire 
near the five-lap mark and dropped to 
fifth 


"Carlsbad is usually my type of 
track," said Healey. “But today it’s tacky 
and doesn’t suit me as well.” 

NCY's Tommy Clowers was the 
fastest off the line in the second heat and 
led Lamson, Fox Racing's Scott Sheak 
and Team Hot Wheels/Splitfire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki rider Jimmy Gaddis 
through turn one: Lamson and Sheak 
stayed close, waiting for Clowers to 
make a mistake. Lamson took over the 
lead on the first lap and ran away with 
an easy win, while Sheak followed suit 
on lap two. 

Meanwhile, Yamaha's Doug Dubach 
and Noleen rider Larry Brooks engaged 





Clowers' rear fender. Both riders 
swooped past with ease and closed in 
on Sheak. 

^When Dubach and Brooks pounced 
on me I got kind of rattled,” said Sheak. 
"They were going fast." 

Sheak fell victim to the pair of riders 
when he took a momentary off-track 
excursion and got some track banners 
entangled in his rear wheel. 

At the finish, Lamson enjoyed a 
healthy lead over Brooks, Dubach and 
Clowers, who pounced on Sheak's slow- 
ing Kawasaki. Sheak held on to fifth, 
despite the banners that slowed his for- 
ward progress. 

" After I got out front, I looked for 
other lines," said Lamson. "I felt pretty 
good." 
At the start of the 30-minute-plus- 
two-lap main, Healey nabbed the 
holeshot and led Lamson, Sheak, Ray 
Crumb and Fisher onto the track. Healey 
and Lamson immediately. began to pull 
away from the pack, and would engage 
in a heated battle throughout the race. 

Hughes, meanwhile, suffered a poor 
start on a borrowed bike, but rode bal- 
listic in an effort to advance. Even 
though he didn't finish his heat race, the 
promoters allowed Hughes to compete. 
Hughes flew past Lechein and into the 
top five behind Healey, Lamson, Fisher 
and Dubach at the halfway point of the 
race. 

Fast-starters Sheak and Crumb main- 
tained a torrid pace, but still faded into 
the pack and finshed seventh and 
eighth, respectively. 

Lamson began to hound Healey just 
past the halfway point, and sailed past 
as they raced down the famous 
Carlsbad Freeway downhill. 

“I almost crashed when I passed 
Mike," said Lamson. "I sailed so far off 
of the second jump, that I landed in 
some huge bumps before the third 
jump. My front end got crossed up. But 
then I looked over at Mike and he was 
just as out of control." 

With that, many expected Lamson to 
pull away, as he had shadowed Healey 
up until that point. Healey, however, 
had other ideas and stayed glued to 
Lamson's rear fender. After studying 
Lamson’s lines for a lap, Healey stuffed 
his way past and back into the lead just 
after the downhill. 

“I railed the outside of a tight left- 
hander where everyone was going to 
the inside," said Healey. 

Lamson stayed within striking dis- 
tance for the remainder of the race, but 
would never again have the chance to 
pass. Healey crossed the finish line with 
his fist clinched high above his head, 
just ahead of Lamson. Fisher finished 
nearly half a lap behind in third, while 
Brooks nabbed fourth after zapping 
Hughes on the final lap. Dubach's 
Yamaha YZ125 expired just past the 
halfway point and he was credited with 
27th place. 

"I started to tense up when Lamson 
closed in on me, but after I passed him 
back I felt loose again," said Tuf 
Racing/Red Roof Inn/Arai/No Fear/ 
Maxima/Smith/100%/Renthal/AXO/ 
Dirt Bagz/VP/Alpinestars/Dunlop/ 
PPS/UFO/FMEF/Endura/Braking-spon- 
sored Healey. “I think Steve used up all 
of his energy trying to catch me, and 
after I got him back he was probably as 
whipped as I was.” 

The roar of four-stroke engines filled 
the air at the start of the first 10-lap 
Open Pro Four-Stroke moto, and it was 
Gordon Ward who grabbed the holeshot 
aboard his Husqvarna. Zitterkopf, 
Terry Fowler and Steve Drew chased 
after Ward, while Young struggled to 
recover after being pushed off the track 
in the first turn.

Young made quick progress and easi- 
ly passed Drew and Fowler. Ward was 
next to fall victim to Young, as he began 
to tire in the closing stages of the race 
and also fell victim to Fowler. 

Zitterkopf, meanwhile, was far ahead 
of the pack and greeted the checkered 
flag well ahead of Young, Fowler and 
Ward. 

“I don’t know what happened to 
Mike, but I just rode smooth and smart,” 
said Zitterkopf. 

Fowler grabbed the holeshot in moto 
two, but Young made quick work of 
him and motored into the lead. While 
Young began to pull away, Zitterkopf 
struggled to get past Fowler and Drew, 
who started third. Once past them, 
though, Zitterkopf began to reel in 
Young. Time ran out, though, and 
Young nabbed the moto and overall 
wins aboard his Eric Crippa-built 
Honda XR628. Zitterkopf was second 
and second overall, while Fowler was 
again third and third overall. 

“Т had some bad luck at the start of 
the first race, but the second moto was 
all mine," said JT USA/Shoei/ 
Hondaline/Dunlop/K&N/100%/Smith/ 
Showa/Excel-backed Young. 

In the Intermediate classes, the 
names Ty Kady, Tim Staufenbeil and 
Dennis Dahlin became very familiar, as 
the three gentlemen argued for the top 
positions all day long. With $175 up for 
grabs in the Intermediate and Junior 
classes, the amateur racing proved to be 
hot and heavy. 

“None of the manufacturers were 
interested in providing contingency 
money, so I decided to offer it myself,” 
said Racing Enterprises president Frank 
Thomason. 

Normally a Suzuki rider, Staufenbeil 
borrowed an ATK406 and romped to 
easy wins in both 500cc Intermediate 
motos and received $100 for his perfor- 
mances. Steve Tollison took home a 
well-deserved $50 for second, ahead of 
Bubby Hubbard in third. Hubbard 
earned $25. 

In 250cc Intermediate action, Gabe 
Bolivar nailed the holeshot in the first 
moto, followed by Kady, Staufenbeil 
and Dahlin. The four front-runners 
dusted the rest of the field. and at the 
finish it was Kady with the win over 
Staufenbeil, Dahlin and Bolivar. 

Moto two was a carbon copy of the 





first, with Kady fighting off the contin- 
ued attacks of Staufenbeil for the win, 
while Dahlin ànd Bolivar finished third 
and fourth, respectively. Kady nabbed 
the $100 first prize, while Staufenbeil 
and Dahlin took home the $50 and $25 
rewards. 

With Kady and Staufenbeil each 
sporting crisp $100 bills, they lined up 
for a showdown in the 125cc 
Intermediate class. Kady grabbed the 
holeshot in the first moto, but crashed in 
the second turn and also took down 
Kawasaki speedster Kurt Rood. 

"Somebody hooked my front end 
and I spun out," said Kady, who 
remounted quickly and motored into 
fourth by mid-moto. 

Meanwhile, Staufenbeil and Dahlin 
waged an all-out war for the lead, com- 
fortable ahead of former Pro class rider 
Craig Davis. The battle between 
Staufenbeil and Dahlin heated up a bit 
too much, as they collided on the last 
lap and went down in a heap. 

“It was no one's fault,” said Dahlin. 
"That's just racing." 

Davis inherited the lead and went on 
to nab the win over Kady and Tyler 
King. Staufenbeil recovered for fourth, 
while Dahlin finished well back in the 
pack. 

Steven Mitchell nailed the second- 
moto start ahead of Staufenbeil, King 
and Kady. Kady quickly passed King, 
and Staufenbeil moved past Mitchell 
just as fast. King repassed Kady for 
third, but Kady showed him how things 
were going to be by slamming into King 
and sending him to the ground. 

"I knew that Timmy was up front 
and I couldn't let him get away," said 
Kady. 

Staufenbeil, Mitchell and Kady began 
to pull away from the field. Only Davis 
was able to stay close, but he was still 
too far back to challenge for position. 
Kady moved past Mitchell and the stage 
was set. Staufenbeil was visibly tired, as 
he was competing in his sixth moto of 
the day, but Kady appeared just as tired. 
Kady closed to Staufenbeil's rear fender, 
but was too tired to challenge. In the 
end, it was Staufenbeil with the moto 
win over Kady, Mitchell and Davis. 

Kady's 2-2 finishes edged 
Staufenbeil’s 4-1 for the overall, while 
Bolivar nabbed third overall with his 5-

Second overall 
went to Currie with a 3-2 tally, while 
third overall went to Tipping with 4-3 
moto finishes. 

After easily winning Saturday's first 
250cc B moto, Windham came back for 
Sunday's deciding second moto and, like 
he had done the previous day, smoked 
everyone for the overall win. A third and 
a second gave Ray Mitchell the runner- 
up honors, while a 2-3 earned Horton 
third overall. 

Mike Brown, on his Jim's M.C. 
Sales/Pro-Circuit/Answer/Bell/ 
Hammerhead-backed Honda, easily han- 
dled the 125cc A division with double- 
moto wins, leaving Team Green’s Jim 
Neese, Suzuki pilots Stevie Childress, 





Chad Lough and Nathan Ramsey, and 
Yamaha-mounted Kevin Walker to scrap 
over the remaining top-five slots. In the 
end it was Neese claiming second, fol- 
lowed by Childress, Lough and Ramsey. 

Brown pulled his customary holeshot 
in the first 250cc A moto, chased by 
Lough, Doug Stone, Billy Cox, Damien 
Plotts, Neese, and the rest of the 18- 
strong field. Neese, however, bared 
down and got busy passing riders en 
route to the front of the pack. He quickly 
got around Plotts and Cox, but ran into 
difficulty around Stone. For more 
than two laps of the eight-lap moto, 
Neese looked for an opening. During 
that time Plotts had moved around Cox 
and caught Neese. A lap later, the two 
traded places a couple of times until 
Neese passed Plotts for good. Stone, 
meanwhile, wouldn’t budge. Finally 
Neese held the gas on longer and out- 
braked Stone to make the pass. 

Neese climbed as high as second, 
before dropping back to fourth by the 
finish. At the end it was Brown taking 
the win ahead of Lough, Stone, Neese 
and Plotts. 

Brown led the way at the start of the 
second moto, only to crash later on and 
hand the moto win to Neese. Brown 
recovered from his hard fall to finish sec- 
ond which was good enough to score the 
overall victory. 

"The bike bottomed out at the top of 
the staircase," said Brown of his crash. 
"Then it jumped straight up and nose- 
dived." 

Stone recorded another third-place 
finish which gave him third overall, 
while Lough finished fourth for fourth 
overall. Rounding out the top five was 
Childress. 

Doug Harvey was the early leader in 
the first 250cc C moto before crashing 
and dropping back to fifth. Inheriting the 
lead was Jeremy West. Harvey came 
back, however, and passed West late in 
the race to score the moto win. West fin- 
ished second. 

In the second moto, Kevin Dobbs 
grabbed the holeshot but was quickly rel- 
egated to third after getting passed by 
Furman Parton and Marcus York. After a 
mediocre start, West worked his way up 
through the pack to finish second to 
Parton. West's 2-2 moto finishes was 
more than enough to score the overall 
win over runner-up Harvey, who could 
finish no higher than third in the second 
moto. Dale Woody, Dobbs and Parton 
rounded out the top five. 

Vet A contender Kip Bigelow, who 
went home with number-one trophies in 
both the 25 and 30+ A classes at the series 
opener in March, had his hands full with 
his brother Kreg Bigelow, Ron Jones, 
Alan Andreu and Mike Andrews. 

Andreu won both 25+ A motos, while 








Kreg Bigelow and Andrews traded 2-3 
finishes, relegating Kip Bigelow to fourth 
overall, just ahead of Jones. 

In the 30+A class, Kreg won both 
motos, holding Andreu to second in the 
first moto, and Kip Bigelow to second in 
the second moto. Andreu ended up sec- 
ond overall with 2-3 moto finishes; Jones 
third with a 4-3 tally and Kip Bigelow 
fourth with a 7-2 performance. сх

Franklin fastest at 
Shandon Motocross

SHANDON, CA, MAY 23 

Donald Franklin showed that four-strokes 
can hold their own in motocross, capturing the 
overall win in the Vet Pro division at the 
Shandon MX, which served as the fourth round 
of the AMA District 36 Nor Cal Kawasaki 
Challenge and raised well over $2000 for the 
local Lion's Club. 

The Central Coast Motorcycle Association- 
promoted, O’Neal/SLO City Cycles/Brown's 
Cycles/R&R Sportcenter/San Luis Honda/ 
Cycle Werks/ Acerbis/Sidi-sponsored event was 
the first-ever held on the natural-terrain track, 
which was laid out south of town in a high- 
banked sandwash and on the surrounding hill- 
sides. A tall cliff overlooked the wash, affording 
spectators a view of nearly the entire course. 
Only one event per year will be allowed on the 
track, and approximately 110 entries signed up 
to do battle. The high temperatures were stifling 
for Saturday's practice, but a cool breeze kept 
things tolerable on race day. 

In the first combined Vet A/500cc Pro moto, 
Curt Wilcox pulled the holeshot aboard his big 
XR600 thumper, with Brett Cross, who was rid- 
ing in the 500cc class, close behind. Scott Keller, 
Franklin and John Dallaire followed. Cross 
immediately began to apply the pressure to 
Wilcox, but the leader held off the Kawasaki 
pilot's advances. 

On the second of 10 laps Cross stalled his big 
KX in a turn, but rather than take advantage 
Wilcox immediately killed his Honda a couple 
corners later. Keller inherited the lead, but 
Franklin was pressing hard, and when Keller 
had trouble with lappers at the midway point, 
Franklin snuck by on an uphill out of the sand- 
wash. Once in front, Franklin used the superior 
traction of his thumper to pull ahead to the moto 
win. Keller settled for the runner-up position, 
with Dallaire third. Cross refired his bike in time 
for fourth, while Wilcox lost a complete lap 
relighting his XR and cruised home in fifth. 

Moto two saw Cross pull the holeshot off the 
rubberband start, with Franklin nipping at his 
heels in second. Wilcox was running third until 
he took a tumble on the second lap, allowing 























Keller and Dallaire by. Franklin began to pound 
Cross’ rear tire on lap four, when the leader 
began having trouble with lappers. At one point, 
Cross actually killed his bike in the sandwash, 
allowing Franklin to slip into the number-one 
spot. Fortunately for Cross, however, he had 
stalled at the top of a short downhill, and after 
bump-starting his bike on the descent, he was 
soon back in the point position. Cross then put a 
slight advantage on Franklin and crossed the 
line with the moto win. SLO City Cycles-spon- 
sored Cross earned the win in the 500cc Pro 
class, while Franklin was tops in the Vet Pro 
division. 

Keith Mayes turned in an ironman perfor- 
mance, winning every moto in both the Open B 
and 250cc B classes, which ran back-to-back. 
After Mayes ran 10 tough laps in the 250cc divi- 
sion, the track officials would delay the start of 
the Open class momentarily while Mayes 
switched from his KX250 to a KX500. Mayes 
would then ride eight more laps without a 
break, though he did appear to back off his pace 
slightly in the Open-division motos. Mayes was 
the sole double-class winner of the day.

Dunaway does away with 
Pro Sport Motocross

WYTHEVILLE, VA, MAY 16 

Team Green's Charlie Dunaway streaked to 
double wins at the Mike's Home Improvement- 
backed Round 6 of the MegaSeries at Tam 
Topham's Pro Sport MX, taking both the Senior 
Mini and Schoolboy classes on the same Ohio 
Motorsports 85cc machine. 

Nearly 420 riders took advantage of the per- 
fect spring racing weather facility, and in return 
to the riders, Topham offered MegaSeries-scale 
A-class payoffs, plus trophies guaranteed 10 
places back in amateur classes. 

Dunaway’s twin victories weren’t earned 
without effort, however, as Jarrett Tipping and 
Jim's MC Sales-sponsored Josh Scott were both 
determined to deny him the front spot. In both 
Senior Mini motos, the trio pressured each other 
relentlessly, one always at the ready to take over 
should the first two take each other out. Finishes 
in each moto were 1-2-3, Dunaway-Tipping- 
Scott. Nick Citron drove his Yamaha home in 
fourth and Jason Vanhorn took fifth in his first 
race back since breaking his collarbone in April. 

Dunaway's win cuts in half the MegaSeries 
points advantage formerly enjoyed by Scott, 
trailing by just five points. Jake Norris and Jon 
Boruff had been tied for the lead, but Norris 
didn't show at Pro Sport and Boruff has grown 
too much to fit on his RM80. 

"Last time I rode it, I had bruises on my 
knees for over a week, from hitting them on the 
handlebars," said Boruff, who had decided to 
Switch to a 125cc machine. 

The Schoolboy class was super-competitive, 
with such riders as Boruff, Tipping, Dunaway, 
Jimmy Briggs, J.D. Collins and Brian Thornburg 
all doing battle. Any one of them could win on 
any given day, and on this one Tipping took the 
flag first in both motos. However, Tipping was 
disqualified from the second moto for switching 
bikes, and his demotion moved Briggs into the 
second-moto win column, followed by 
Dunaway and Thornburg. Dunaway scored the 
overall win via his 3-2 moto tally. 

The battle carried over into the 125cc B class, 
where to everyone's surprise, Boruff holeshot 
moto one. A tangle elsewhere in the line took 
down Mitchell Hodges, Travis Dashiell and Tim 
Hodock. Hodock recovered to finish seventh, 
but Dashiell and Hodges could not continue. 

Tipping took over coming through the rock- 
ers, leaving Boruff to contend with Shawn 
Schultz, Briggs and Collins. Boruff held them off 
until halfway through the moto, when both 
Schultz and Briggs got around in the back sec- 
tion. Blasting into the last half of the last lap, 
Tipping's Suzuki took a bad hop on the start- 

















straight section, dumping him unceremoniously 
to the ground and presenting the lead to 
Schultz. Slowing to avoid Tipping, Boruff yield- 
ed third to CoHins. 

Collins owned the second moto, leaving the 
other top five spots for Briggs, Tipping, Schultz 
and Sonny Morocco. Collins' 3-1 score earned 
him the overall victory.

Taylor triumphant at 
StarWest Motocross

Tyson Taylor put in two outstanding rides to 
come from behind and take the 80cc Novice 
class win in round two of California Racing 
Club’s Dunestown Series at StarWest Supercross 
Park. 

When the gate dropped signaling the start of 
the first moto it was Christopher Gosselaar with 
the holeshot with Clint Shepard riding his dust 
trail. Taylor rounded the turn in third with Chris 
Honnold holding off the charges of Levi Reid 
and Bob Akens. 

As the riders sorted themselves out on the 
first lap, lead changes were occurring in almost 
every corner of the course. Shepard made his 
bid for the lead over one of the smaller doubles 
leading up to the King Kong launcher double 
jump. Shepard's time in the limelight was short- 
lived as he dropped his Yamaha in the Snake 
Pit. He was up quickly and managed to keep the 
motor on his YZ running, but the damage was 
done as Gosselaar was back into the lead. 

On the next lap Shepard dove under 
Gosselaar and back into the lead only to have 
Taylor sweep under both of them on the next 
comer. This caught both of the them off guard 
and Gosselaar, recovering first, took advantage 
of the situation and rode past Shepard and into 
second. 

Once out front Taylor opened up some 
breathing room and when he rounded the cor- 
ner leading up to the Twin Peaks, a 40-foot dou- 
ble, there was no backing off and the North 
County Yamaha rider cleared the jump, leaving 
his adversaries way behind. 

The action was far from over as Gosselaar 
was to fall victim to the Snake Pit, a winding S- 
turn that is preceded by a step-down jump. 
Shepard was back to second, this time to stay, as 
the moto was winding down. After a couple of 
clean passes over the Twin Peaks double the 
checkered came out and Taylor skied the table- 
top for the win. Shepard was the next rider past 
the finish line and Reid followed him home in 
the number-three position. Rounding out the 
top five were Gosselaar and Akens. 

Gosselaar was primed and ready at the start 
for moto two and grabbed the holeshot while 
Taylor got caught by the gate and was in last. 
Honnold rounded the first turn in second with 
Shepard and Akens hot on his tail. 

Honnold got crossed up and this allowed 
Shepard to move into second as Taylor was on 
the gas and closing fast. Taylor had worked his 
way up into fourth, and then almost passed both 
Honnold and Shepard in the same corner. 
Shepard then handed Taylor second, when he 
went down in the Snake Pit, but the leader was 
still in the distance. Gosselaar wasn't waiting for 
Taylor and was on the gas, but Taylor was mak- 
ing up time on every lap as he doubled the Twin 
Peaks jump. 

At the three-quarter mark Taylor had closed 
the gap and then doubled his way into the lead 
as the pair went over a small double just before 
the Twin Peaks jump, which enabled Taylor to 
eliminate any chance of Gosselaar getting back 
by. 

s The action behind the pair was just as 
intense as Reid and Shepard were going back 
and forth for a couple of laps before Shepard 
exploded the rear wheel on his Yamaha. This left 
the door open for Reid. 

Reid was unable to make up any ground on 
Gosselaar as he had lost the silencer on his YZ. 
Everyone stayed in place en route to the check- 
ered with Honnold and Akens rounding out the 
five. 

When the results were finally posted it was 
Taylor with a double-moto win over Gosselaar's 
4-2.

Atkins was the winner, followed by 
Sandell, Morgan and Kellog. 

For the Open Pro class, Atkins again won 
qualifier one followed by Jared Carlson. 
Qualifier two was won by Morgan, followed by 
Dave Newell. The last chance qualifier was Tom 
Smith's. 

When the gate dropped for the main, 
Atkins, Morgan and Sandell were in the first 
three spots. Atkins and Morgan pulled away 
from the field. Morgan, trying every line on the 
track, was not able to get around the high-flying 
Atkins. Keith Cambell had worked his way 
through the pack to dice with Sandell, but had 
to settle for fourth. 

For the first 125cc Pro qualifier Atkins again 
had the gate wired and never looked back. Mike 
Moyes ran second. Qualifier two was again the 
Morgan show, with Torn Smith following. In the 
last chance qualifier, Jared Carlson, who had 
crashed hard in qualifier one, was the easy win- 
ner and put on an aerial styling show for the 
crowd. With the main set to go, Atkins got the 
holeshot, followed by Moyes, Carlson and 
Morgan. The first couple laps were filled with 
block passes and a occasional stuff. As the race 
continued the riders began separating them- 
selves from each other, and Atkins made 
Colorado history by scoring his third pro win of 
the night, earning a bonus from the promoting 
E&M Enterprises.

Hoenshell, Benton score at 
Sand Hill Cross Country

GHOLSON, TX, MAY 16 

Arlington Suzuki/MSR/Scott-backed Clay 
Hoenshell dominated the Pro class with a start 
to finish at the central Texas track 
just north of Waco. In the Expert ranks, 15 sec- 
onds of adjusted time separated the top two 
with Yamaha-mounted Gary Benton taking the 
overall honors from Rogers Yamaha-backed 
Mike Abbott. 

The race was run in the sandy bottomland 
just 15 miles down the Brazos River from Lake 
Whitney Cycle Park. The sand fields earned the 
track the name “Sand Hill” and if it had rained 











in the last half hour, the conditions would have 
been ideal. That was not the case for this seventh 
round of the 15-round Texas Cross Country 
Series. Since the last race, all the rain had ceased 
and the temperature had risen at least fifteen 
degrees. This played a very important roll in the 
race as the dust was impenetrable in places and 
the heat came as quite a shock to many of the 
329 entrants. 

The course was probably the fastest and least 
technical thus far in the series. Immediately after 
the start, the course ran back and fourth across 
an unplanted peanut field six times. Short, wide 
woods sections broke up the straightaways. The 
dustiest section of the track was next, with three 
straightaways through powder sand with the 
consistency of talcum. “Keep it pinned and hope 
no one goes down in front” was the motto of the 
day. A fast fun section through grassy fields fol- 
lowed. This section was entertaining since riders 
weren't going straight in drag race fashion and 
the ground wasn’t completely flat. After a cou- 
ple of additional trips across the open peanut 
field, riders were introduced to the most techni- 
cal section of the track which featured a rutted 
uphill charge with several lines to choose from 
and some tighter woods in the ravines to test 
one’s ability to execute a turn. 

As he does so well, Hoenshell was able to 
steal another holeshot from the thirteen rider 
Pro class field, leaving Dallas Honda backed 
Steve Mack and Dunlop/Answer/ Silkolene 
sponsored Steve Cardwell to suck dust across 
the first long straightaway. 

“1 got to the other side of the field and Dean 
(Lane) was nowhere in sight, just Mack and 
some of the others!” said Hoenshell of his early 
lead. KTM /MSR/Duralube/Super B Fuels/ 
KTM of Ft. Worth-backed Lane had decided to 
take a soil sample exiting the first turn. Lane was 
determined to catch Hoenshell, passing both 
Cardwell and Mack with one move in lap two. 
Lane was moving up on the leader and pulled to 
within 20 seconds on lap two. That’s when 
things went south. 

“I was about three straightaways into the 
third lap when something just didn't feel right. 
Like a flat tire or maybe a bad axle from the ear- 
lier crash," said Lane. 

As it turns out, the bolt holding one of the 
bar clamps had sheared through the clamp, 
leaving the bike somewhat uncontrollable. Lane 
lost about 12 minutes in the pits installing the 
stock hardware, pulling back into the race just 
ahead of Hoenshell. Down nearly a full lap and 
in dead last, Lane was able to mount a charge 
that would secure fifth place and salvage valu- 
able series points. 

Steve Mack's stock gearing was not enough 


to hold the number two Pro class position with | 


Cardwell stirring a wide-ratio gearbox. The 
South Texas Hare Scrambles champ was able to 
motor by Mack in one of the many fast straights. 
Other than the gearing differences, the two 
appeared fairly well matched as Cardwell 
secured the number two spot with a margin of 
less than a minute. Local AA enduro champ, 
Josh Whitaker was entered and stayed just out 
of Lane's reach to wrap up fourth place. 

The overall Expert winner came from the 
250cc Expert ranks as Benton took the holeshot 
in his class and never surrendered the lead, fin- 
ishing just ahead of Abbott on adjusted time. 
Abbott who started a full minute ahead of 
Benton accomplished the same in the Open 
Expert class, taking the holeshot and leading 
wire-to-wire. Perhaps constant pressure from 
Brent Shaw and Eric Hess pushed Benton just 
enough to stay out of reach whereas Abbott 
took his class by a full three minutes over sec- 
ond place Bert Reynolds. Third overall for the 
day went to Vet ace Darryl Smith, who led 
from early in the first lap after allowing this 
reporter his one token holeshot of the year. 
Smith was motoring away out front with 
Andrew Cooksey pulling into the number two 
spot. Cooksey was fast, but not fast enough 
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Lake Sugar Tree MX saw Greg Price (17) nab his first-ever win in the 250cc D class. 





close the gap. Thumper Racing's David 
Culpepper had it tough all day, caught behind 
a race long battle between Greg Edgerton and 
Mark Childre. Things got better in the last lap 
as both riders went down in separate incidents 
allowing Culpepper free access to the number 
three spot and eighth overall. 

Oliver Benetis powered to the front of the 
125cc Expert class from a mid-pack start and 
held on as the fifth fastest non-pro on a course 
that, once again, favored top end and horsepow- 
er. Going into lap two, Benetis held third but 
quickly passed Glen Boyett and Tod Myers. 
From that point on, it was just a matter of time 
and hoping his little "peanut" piston didn't 
seize. 

Scott Foster was the overall winner in the 
amateur ranks, routing the 250cc Amateur 
class. Foster started off the race with a fine 
holeshot and apparently never surrendered the 
lead. 

Bo Baker was the fast gun in the Mini ranks, 
taking the Expert class win by over two minutes.

Price is right at Lake Sugar 
Tree Motocross opener

Greg Price used 2-1 moto finishes to wrap up the 
250cc D class overall win at the grand re-open- 
ing of Lake Sugar Tree MX Park. 

Nearly 200 entries turned out for the Pepsi 
Mother's Day MX, and upwards of 1000 specta- 
tors enjoyed the good racing. Like racers who 
take a few years off, idle tracks also get out of 
shape. LST was once a top-notch track that host- 
ed a National round, but it had been closed for 
about a year before new owner Bob Bailey took 
over. 

“We're out to turn things around,” said Bob 
Bailey. "There are a lot of obstacles to overcome, 
and a lot of people to convince, but we're deter- 
mined not to let Lake Sugar Tree disappear." 

Although the clay track dried quickly and 
kicked up a bit of dust later in the day, lap times 
got faster and produced close, exciting contests. 

The last race of the day, the 250cc D class, 
presented clearly the best contest and gave Price 
his first win ever. Mark IV Yamaha-backed Price 
gated third in the first moto to teammate Darren 
Lawson and Dennis Davis Jr. The three YZs 
were evenly matched, making for several posi- 
tion swaps. Davis happened to be out front at 
the checkered flag, followed by Price, Lawson 
and the rest of the field of nine. 

Price leaped out front an the second-moto 
start and led the whole way, despite determined 
challenges by Davis and Lawson. Price's 2-1 fin- 
ishes assured the win and produced a grin that 
wouldn't quit. 

Yamaha Cycle Center /Big Bill Racing-spon- 
sored Kevin Walker holeshot and won both 
rounds of the 125cc A class, and ran away with 
the first moto in the 250cc A division over Benjie 
Rutledge, Kevin Bowles, Shane Templeton and 
Tres Bruce. Walker declared, “I’m glad this track 
is open again. Besides the fact that it's less than 
half an hour from my house, I’ve always liked 
racing here." 

Templeton spoiled Walker's holeshot record 
by jumping out front in the second 250cc A 
round and pulling away for the first couple of 
laps. Walker opened up his Yamaha a little more 
on lap three and began to reel in Templeton's 
Honda, catching Shane just before the Dunlop 
jump. Screaming along side-by-side, the pair 
hurtled toward the section of big whoops. A 
lapped rider saw them coming and obligingly 
moved over, but the track wasn't wide enough 
for three. Walker's bars hooked Templeton's and 
both hit the clay in a tangle of arms, legs and 
machinery, with Templeton breaking his collar- 
bone. 

The crash left a surprised Benjie Rutledge in 
the lead, with Kevin Bowles a fair distance 
behind him in second. Bowles put pressure on 
Rutledge. For over a lap, Rutledge held off chal- 
lenges from Bowles until the two disappeared 
into the pit on the far side of the track. Only 
Bowles reappeared, and cruised casually to the 
moto win and overall victory. Rutledge emerged 
slowly, just ahead of Bruce, and salvaged second 
a mere bike length in front of Bruce. 

"The front wheel dug into the sand at the 
bottom of the pit," explained Rutledge. "It twist- 
ed and just threw me off. Next time I'll be ready 
for that."

Leo Poldervaart prevailed against a tough field 
at Marysville’s Riverfront Park, earning the 
250cc Intermediate class win despite a few 
mishaps in a troublesome corner. 

The 250cc class faced a full gate, with the 
Pro, Intermediate, Junior and Beginner class rid- 
ers all taking to the track at the same time in a 
combined class race. 

Danny Rutherford was fast off the gate and 
held an advantage heading into the first turn, 
trailed by Tyson Vohland, Poldervaart, Tony 
Lamperti and Matt Gibb. Rutherford only held 
the lead for a short time as Vohland flew by him 
on the inside line near the finish area on the 
opening lap. As expected, Vohland disappeared 
from the rest of the racers and soon had estab- 
lished an insurmountable lead. 

At the halfway point, the battle for second 
behind Vohland saw Rutherford leading 
Poldervaart by only a few bike lengths. Finally 
the fast pace and unfamiliar borrowed machin- 
ery forced an error by Rutherford and he 
crashed. 

Poldervaart took control of second, but 
Poldervaart's luck lasted only about half a lap 
until he tumbled in the finish line corner. So 
once again the 250cc class had a new second- 
placed rider, with Gibb grabbing the popular 
position ahead of Lamperti, who was all alone in 
third. At the finish, the order was Vohland, 
Gibb, Lamperti, Matt Harvey and Poldervaart. 

In the second moto, Vohland grabbed the 
holeshot and never looked back. As the race 
entered the final laps, Lamperti had closed in on 
Poldervaart and challenged for second. As the 
white flag waved, Lamperti slipped by 
Poldervaart and into second and then 
Poldervaart again fell in the exact same corner 
that claimed him in the first moto! Poldervaart 
re-mounted quickly though, finishing a close 
third behind Lamperti and winner Vohland. 
Lamperti's efforts were for naught, however, as 
he was disqualified for pit-riding after the moto, 
leaving Poldervaart the uncontested 250cc 
Intermediate class winner by virtue of his 2-1 
score. Gibb notched second intermediate with 
Dan Nelson topping the 250cc Junior class.

Jeromy Buehl and James Eickel captured the 
250cc and 125cc Pro class wins, respectively, at 
the opening round of the Budweiser Supercross 
Series, presented by Don Wood Automotive, 
Inc. and Sports Cycle Racing. The largest rider 
turnout ever at Nelsonville and a standing room 
only crowd saw the two Columbus area stars 
battle amateur star Greg Rand. 

The packed grandstand was screaming right 
from the start of 125cc Pro class action. The out- 
come of the first moto was decided in the first 
turn as pre-race favorite Rand got the holeshot 
but slid out in the first turn. The field avoided 
Rand and his bike but the American Suzuki/Pro 
Circuit star would have to work his way 
through the whole field if he wanted to win. 
Princeton Honda-supported Eickel had been 
right behind Rand when he fell and he took 























advantage of the road block the fallen Rand cre- 
ated to blast into the lead and he quickly opened 
up a three-second lead. 

Chuck Reed couldn't match Eickel's pace but 
he too pulled away from the field. After the first 
lap the action was back in the pack as Rand, 
who had gotten back into the race, carved his 
way through the field. Even though Rand 
moved into third quickly he trailed Reed by six 
seconds on the third lap. Rand was two seconds 
a lap faster than Eickel and Reed and it looked 
as if he could catch the leaders, but on the fourth 
lap Rand fell iri the tricky grandstand whoop 
section, ending his chances of a win. 

Eickel, who had been riding smoothly out 
front, had been aware of Rand's progress. 
“When I saw Greg fall on the start I just tried to 
not make any mistakes and ride for the win. I 
didn't take any chances, but I saw Rand gaining 
fast until he wrecked for the second time.”. 

Rand got another great start in the second 
moto and this time out he rode a flawless race, 
opening up a lead on Answer/Dunlop/Scott/ 
Motul-backed Eickel as they pulled away from 
Reed. Eickel just wanted to keep Rand in sight 
and they rode three seconds apart for the whole 
race. Eickel knew if he finished second he would 
take the overall win and that's exactly what hap- 
pened. Reed took over third on the next to last 
lap after a terrific struggle with Blane 
Armbruster, who took a well deserved fourth. 

Rand got yet another great start in the first 
250cc A moto with Buehl and Mike Morgan fol- 
lowing him. Buehl began to cut away at Rand's 
lead and when Rand stalled his bike on lap 
three, Buehl closed to within four seconds. The 
rest of the race saw AXO /Scott/Maxima/ 
Bridgestone/Excel/Renthai/N-Style Acerbis/ 
Troy Lee Designs-backed Buehl hound Rand, 
hoping for an error. That never happened and it 
was Rand the winner. 

The second 250cc A moto saw Rand and 
Buehl jump out to a big lead in the early running 
and when Rand erred in the infield whoops 
leading to the step up jump, Buehl was able to 
take the lead for good. 

"It was really hard to pass Greg, and when 
he made a mistake I took advantage of it and 
then moved over on him to hold him off," Buehl 
said. 

Chuck Reed, Armbruster and Ryan Smith 
took the third, fourth and fifth place finishing 
positions, respectively, behind Buehl and Rand. 
Smith got third overall, Reed fourth, and Mike 
Blair fifth.

Motors-sponsored Suzuki GSXR1100 and was 
now looking for a way around Christensen in 
third. 

Tebo nipped at Christensen's rear tire for 
nearly a lap, finally making the pass on the 
outside of turn eight. A short time later, just 
prior to the halfway point, Van Vegten got past 
Ienatsch to take over the lead. But lenatsch was 
not going to give up the top spot so easily. It 
only took him a half a lap before he dove 
inside running through turn four and put his 
TZ back in the lead. 

For the next few laps, Ienatsch and Van 
Vegten continued to exchange the lead with 
Van Vegten using the power of his FZR1000 in 
the high-speed areas and Ienatsch using the 
nimble TZ250 to its fullest in the tighter, slow- 
er sections. As they continued to dice, Tebo 
closed the gap and was now threatening for 
second. 

With only a few laps remaining, the leaders 
came up on several lapped riders. Ienatsch 
seemed to take the most advantage of the situ- 
ation and was able to briefly create a gap 
between himself and Van Vegten. By this time, 











Tebo was within striking distance of second, 
and soon succeeded in moving around Van 
Vegten. The final lap and a half saw Tebo 
make several attempts to catch Ienatsch, but he 
couldn’t quite pull it off. 

At the line, it was Ienatsch with the win 
with Tebo second and Van Vegten third. 

Ienatsch got another excellent start in the 
Maxima Racing Oil Formula Two race and was 
followed immediately by Andy Milton. 
However, Milton's hold on second didn't last 
long as he was quickly passed by both Jason 
Paden and Geep Terranova. 

Completing the first lap, Terranova, riding 
his Terranova Painting Services-sponsored 
Yamaha TZ250, drafted Ienatsch down the 
front straight, then moved around the outside 
in turn one and took over the lead. Several 
turns later Ienatsch suddenly found himself in 
third after being passed by Paden on his Cine 
Camera-sponsored Yamaha TZ250. That was 
short-lived as lenatsch moved back into second 
à few turns later. 

As Terranova and lenatsch went down the 
front straight to start the next lap, Ienatsch 
used the same technique that Terranova had 
used the previous lap by first drafting, then 
passing going through turn one. 

The remainder of the race was an exciting 
three-rider battle with Ienatsch, Terranova and 
Paden exchanging the positions throughout 
and neither willing to fade. All three riders 
held the lead at one point during the race. 

Starting the final lap, it was Ienatsch out 
front with Terranova in second. As they head- 
ed into turn three, they encountered some 
lapped traffic. In negotiating the back markers, 
Terranova found a break and used it to full 
advantage by grabbing the lead and holding it 
to the checkered flag. Ienatsch finished in sec- 
ond and Paden held on for third. a
